President Higinbotham has addressed a let- 
ter to each Senator ama Kepresentative in

_ position on the subject of Sunday closing of 


the Fair and urging each one to give the mat- 


’ ter careful consideration with a view to voting 


in the affirmative on the bill that will be pre- 
sented amending the act appropriating 5,000,- 
000 Columbian half dollars, so that the Fair 
may be opened each Sunday. Mr. Higin- 
botham declares that it is the intention of the 
management to give each employé one day 
for rest each week. to put a stop to all un- 


- mecessary labor on the Sabbath, and to hold 


religious services of the most attractive ana 
beneficent character in a large hall to be 
erected on the grounds for the purpose. Un- 
less the Sunday closing clause is repealed, he 
asserts that it will be impossibie to carry out 
this part of the program of the nanagement. 
In further support of the appeal he refers to 
& partial census of public opinion recently 
takep on the subject. The letter in full is ap- 
pended: 

My Dear Sir: I take the liberty herewith of 
addressing you relative to the recent action 
taken by the Board of Directors of the World’s 


_ Columbian Exposition on the question of opening 


“the gates of the Fair Sunday. I feel it a duty to 
do this, not only as the official head of that body 
but also as an individual who desires with your- 
self that the right should prevail and that the 
grand purpose of the Exposition should in no 
wise be diverted. ; 

Action of the Board. 


The preambles and resolution adopted by the 
Board of Directors Noy. 11, 1892, relative to the 
closing of the Exposition Sunday are as follows, 
to wit: 

“WHEREAS, By an act of Congress, approved 
Aug. 5,A. D. 1892, ‘five millions of Columbian 
half dollars’ was appropriated to ‘provide for 
celebrating the four-hundredth anniversary of 
the discovery of America by Christopher Colum- 
bus by holding an international Exposition of 
arts, industries, manufactures, and products of 
soil, mine, and sea in the City of Chicago, in the 
State of Illinois,’ on the ‘condition that the said 
Exposition shall not be open to the public the 
one day of the week, commonly called Sunday’; 


* WHEREAS, The Board of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition has accepted such appropriations, 
subject to the conditions thereto attached, and 
intends a by the willof Congress as ex- 

Ww; 

“ Wuereas, Said Board of Directors has not 
adopted any rules or taken any actidn affecting 
the control or management of said Exposition on 
the first day of the week, commonly called *Sun- 
day’; and | 

Wuereas, While the Board of Directors has 
formally accepted said appropriation subject to 
such restrictions so imposed by the act. of 
Congress, stil! it is not only proper. but the duty 
of the board to give formal expression of its 


. Judgment relative to such restrictions and to the 


matter of control to said Exposition Sunday, 
and the interests of the public therein; 

¢’ The Board of Directors hereby formally ex- 
press their judgment relative thereto. 

* We recognize the fact that the Exposition was 
not authorized, nor has the work of preparation 

mn prosecuted, for the promotion of loca] in- 
terests, but on the contrary that it is purely of a 
national and international character and de- 
signed to promote the best interests, not only of 
all the people of our own Nation, but of all the 
nations of the world who are to take partin and 
contribute to said Exposition. 

“We further recognize the fact that, as direct- 
ors, we are the active. trustees of our stockhold- 
ers, and have also accepted a trust of the highest 
and broadest character, in which all the people 
are directly interested. 

“We believe that said Exposition should be so 
couducted, managed, and controlled as will best 
promote the social, moral, and educational inter- 
ests of all the people. 

“We believe that within said Exposition there 
will be representations of all that is good and 
useful, beautiful and artistic, and that the same 
will be object-lessons in science, art, education, 
and history such as are not likely to be again 
offered to the present generation. 

“We believe that while the period of the Expo- 
sition is limited by law the people should not be 
prohibited from visiting the same Sundays dur- 
ing the life of the Exposition. 


Should Be Open Sunday. 


“It is our judgment that the Exposition should 
be open Sundays under such rules and regula- 
tions as will prohibit the use of machinery, un- 
hecessary manual labor, and all merchandising, 
and at the same time give opportunity for the 
study of the highest standard of artistic and me- 
chanical science; that the Art Gallery, Horticul- 
tural Building, and ali other buildings in which 
exhibits of mechanical art are installed should be 
thrown open to the public on each and every day 
during the entire term of the Exposition; also 

‘that each employéshould be given one day of each 
week for rest, study, or recreation. 

“ We believe that the study on Sunday of such 


exhibits of science and art, and of the skill and 


genius of the artisan, will not only be of inesti- 
mable advantage, but that the thoughts of the vis- 
itors will be lifted above these creatiye agencies 
= great Creator of all things useful and beau- 


“ We farther believe that on each Sunday after- 
noon there should be held within the Exposition 
grounds religious services, so arranged that each 
of our religious organizations may have a Sunday 
set apart for its particular service, under the con- 
trol and direction of its most prominent clergy- 
man, with songs of praise and anthems, Our 
original plans embraced a large hall capable of 
seating 7,000 people for this use on Sunday. 

‘We believe that theclosing of the Exposition 
on Sunday will deprive millions of our people of 
these advantages. 

We believe that the closing of the Exposition 
ss Sunday would in many instances be in viola- 
a v they Spirit of hospitality which has ciar- 
6 we — invitation to foreign nations.

In order to ascertain as nearly as pos- 
sible the sentiment of the people postal-card 
tickets were mailed to 6,000 individuals outside 
of Chicago—men of standing and influence whose 
names were taken without selection or discrimina-

ing every city in the United States of not less 
than 4.000 nor more than 10,000 population; sec- 
tions where the Sabbatarian element would natur- 
ally be stronger than the average. No circular or 
letter intended to influence the vote was sent, the 
whole matter being left in an unprejudiced light. 


Eighty Per Cent Favor Opening. 


Mark the result! On the first one thousand sent 
out the replies indicated approximately four in 
favor of opening the Fair Sunday to one in 
favor of closing it. Onthe remaining five thou- 
sand, while the returns are not yet ail in, the 
answers are such as to warrant a statement that 
at a very modest estimate three out of every four 
persons in the United States engaged in mercan- 
tile interests would ask fora repealof this act 
if the matter were placed before them indi- 
vidually. This assay, so to speak, of the public 
sentiment, will, at the proper time, be certified to 
by the committee mentioned. And thus we think 
the directory of the Fair has served to mirror, 
not only the sentiment of Chicago, but a majority 
of the people of the whole country on this im- 
portant question. 

We have in consideration in event of a repeal 
of the Sunday closing clause the establishment 
of a bureau, ‘the purpose of which will be to ar- 
range for religious services, to be conducted by 
the most eminent clergymen of the day with 
sacred music of the highest order, every Sunday 
at the Exposition park. To stop all machinery, 
merchandising, and unnecessary labor, with a 
rule that our employés:shall work but six days a 
week and thus not to desecrate the Sabbath; but 
to give evidence of it in such a way as would put 
to shame and enlist the friendship of those who 
in their misguided zeal would make such a feat- 
ure impossible. 

It has been the unfailing purpose of the Exposi- 
tion managemént to make this event the grand- 
est array of art, industry, genius, and progress 
which perfect organization andg wenty millions 
of dollars could produce. I asx you, must this 
gem of modern civilization—this inspiration to a 
better and nobler life—be covered? Must it be 
hidden from the toiling thousands, because to 
view it would prustitute the “ American Sab- 
bath’? Wetrust more to the higher judgment 
ef our Senators and Representatives, to whom 
the issue will soon present itself.

QUEER VERDICT OF A CORONER’S JURY 


Says Some One Was to Blame fora Wreck, 
but Gives No Clew to the Guilty Party. 
Somebody was to blame for the accident on 

the Belt line last Sunday night by which Con- 
ductor W. G. Beauchamp, Fireman Lee 
Obeitz, ard Brakeman Richard A. Otto were 
killed. A Coroner’s jury has said so, and it 
surely would not have been sostated if it were 
not true. Who was to blame, or how, or why, 
or when the blunder was committed the jury 
does not say. The verdict solemoly asserts 
that the accident was ‘‘due to carelessness of 
trainmen’’ and stops short. It would have 
been a mean trick tocensure the dead men 
and if living persons had been blamed they 
might resent the imputation, so the jury re- 
frains from mentioning names, Three wit- 
nesses were examined by Deputy-Coroner 
Barrett at the inquest at the Harrison Street 
Station yesterday—Eugene Sargent, engineer 
of No. 14, the train struck; H. W. Noble, con- 
ductor of the train which ran into No, 14; and 
J. W. Callahan, general yardinaster of the 
Beit lhne. Neither Sargent nor Noble could 
tell whether there was afiag out or not, nor 
could they throw any light whatever on the 
cause of the accident. Callahan said the mere 
fact of the conductor and rear brakeman 
being in the caboose at such a time showed 
gross carelessness and that the condition of 
the wreck showed the following train was run- 
ning too fast. The jury then, after mature 
deliberation, returred the typical verdict men- 
tioned.

She testified that the mar- 
riage took place eighteen year? ago in Cincin- 
nati. She was a daughter of Judge Hilton 
and, at the time of her marriage, 16 years old, 
twenty years younger than her husband. Lin- 
coln was-then wealthy and in the shoe busi-

BURGLAR WITH GRIT. 


NO. 1323 MIOHIGAN AVENUE. 


He Claims to Be a Roomer There, Then 
Produces a Gun, but Does Not Shoot, Is 
Shot at, Escapes Into Another House, 
and Is Finally Captured by a Police- 
man—Searching for the Mounted Migh- 
wayman—Fight with Two Thieves—Dis- 
covered by a Newspaper Cut. 

A remarkably cool and nervy burglar fur- 


igan avenue with fifteen minutes excitement 
between 2 and 3 o’clock yesterday morning. 
He also furnished’Dr. Clemens an opportunity 
to win fame by shooting a member of the 
housebreaking fraternity, but the doctor’s aim 
was poor and the two bullets he fired went 
wide of the human target for which they 
were intended. The doctor, who occupies 
the * first floor front’’ at the number in- 
dicated, was sleeping lightly when a noise at 
the windows looking out on the porch awak- 
ened him, A man’s shadow was thrown on 
the blinds by an electric light across the street. 
The owner of the shadow tried both windows, 
then the door, and finding the latter open he 
entered the house. First the intruder tried 
the door to the doctor’s room, but that was 
locked, and he entered a rear roon in which 
Mr. and Mrs. Gilson were .asleep. Mr. Gil- 
son woke and saw a man overhauling his 
clothes. Mr. Gilson asked who it was and the 
burglar coolly replied: “‘I 100m _ up-stairs, 
but believe 1 have lost my way,’’ and then 
walked out. 

Mr. Gilson jumped out of bed and opened 
the door leading into the hall, when the man 
presented a revolver at his head and quietly re- 
quested him to return to hisroom. The re- 
quest under the circumstances was complied 
with, but Mr. Gilson opened the door connect- 
ing with the front parlor and told Dr. Clem- 
ens that a burglar was in the house. Together 
they came out of the doctor’s room into the 
hall, the doctor carrying a revolver. Mr. 
Gilson set a lighted lamp on a chair and 
started up the : hall stairs. When he reached 
the third step the burglar, who was about 
three steps from the top of the stairs, called 
out tohim: ‘*Go back, or I’ll blow the day- 
lights out of you,’”’ emphasizing the command 
with his revolver. Mr. Gilson retreated be- 
hind the doctor, who hastily fired two shots at 
the intruder. The bullets struck the walls, 
and the burlgar retreated up the stairs, passed 
through an unoccupied room, opened a win- 
dow, and climbed from the sill to the window 
of the adjoining house, No, 1321, on the north. 


sash and climbed over into a vacant bedroom. 
The house is occupied by Mr. Wright and 
family. The intruder lighted the gas, passed 
into the hall, and came down the front stairs. 
Entering the back parlor he lighted the gas, 
opened the window, and jumped out into the 
yard. He was seen by the roomers in No. 
1323, who were watching his movements. 

Policeman Nye had been attracted by the 
shooting. He was at the front door of Mr. 
Wright’s house when word was passed to him 
that the burgiar was coming out. The latter 
passed around the rear of the building, sealed 
a fence separating it from No. 1319, and came 
out to the street between the two houses. 
Officer Nye halted him, inquired who he was, 
and what he was doing there. Coolly enough, 
the fellow replied: ‘*0, Ilive here, and I am 
just going to take an early train.” 

His explanation was not satisfactory, and 
the officer marched him back to No. 1323, 
where he was identified by Mr. Gilson and Dr. 
Ciemens. On searching him no revolver or 
cartridges were found, but after daylight his 
empty revolver was found near the door in- 
side the hall. 

He was taken to the Harrison Street Station, 
where he gave the name of Frank Schmidt. 
When arraigned later in the day before Jus- 
tice Glennon he cluimed that he was drunk 
the night before and had no recollection of 
what he did. He was bound over to the Crim- 
inal Court in the sum of $2,000. His picture, 
it is said, was found in the rogues’ gallery. 


SEARCH FOR THE HIGHWAYMAN. 


Lake View Police Meet with Strange Ad- 
ventures Looking for the Robber. 

The police yesterday continued a vigorous 
search for the mounted highwayman whose 
exploits have thrown Lake View intoa high 
state of excitement. They did not find the 
bold robber, but incidentally met with some 
interesting experiences. 

Detective Michael Loftus of East Chicago 
Avenue, armed with a rifle, went into the house 
of Mrs. Mulcahey at Wilson and Robey streets 
to set down his gun. “ Get out of here,’’ 
screamed the woman. 

“Tam a police officer,” said Loftus, as he 
threw back the lapel of his coat displaying his 
star. 

She was too excited to hear or see and rat a 
large dog on him. He reasoned with the dog 
and kept him from biting him by pushing the 
muzzle of the gun in the canine’s face. 

The woman refused to become a party to 
the stacking up of the gun and the officer 
finally left the house. 

Officer Haynes, mounted on a horse, was 
galloping around Ravenswood, when a mad 
dog—-a huge Newfoundland—came chasing 
down the street after a number of children. 
The officer shot and. killed the rabid animal. 
Officer Haynes also stopped a mounted man 
who answered clozely to the description of the 
highwayman. The horseman satisfied him 
that he was not a robber and was allowed to 
proceed, 

The detectives mounted on bicycles ran 
down several mounted men who answered 
closely the description of the robber. They 
were stopped, interrogated, and, on proving 
their innocence, were released. 

Quite a number of citizens galloped around 
through Lake View yesterdgy heavily armed, 
looking for the highwayman. 

Two valuable horses were stolen yesterday 
in Lake View, though that may not have had 
anything to do with the highwayman. C. 
Nissen of No. 900 Sheffield avenue tied his 
trotter and buggy at Roscoe and Halsted 
streets. On his return it was missing. An- 
other fine horse left bitched a block away 
from this was also stolen. 

The robber had been seen and shot at with- 
out effect the evening betore by Simons, Kel- 
ly, and other keepers of saloons and stores far 
up 1n the north end of the city. There is no 
doubt that he spent Wednesday night in or by 
a haystack near Kelly’s saloon. 

The horse left at Read & Rineck’s livery, 
No. 138 North avenue, which was identified by 
Liveryman Schwall of Evanston as having 
been stolen from him, does not answer the 
description of the animal ridden by the high- 
wayman. Besides, the mounted robber held 
up one man in Lake View after this horse had 
been left in the North avenue livery barn. 
The horse is being guarded by policemen. 
Inspector Schaack said yesterday: “ It is 
very evident the man is not doing this for the 
money there is in it. In his four robberies he 
only secured $5.15. The other night he 
ordered a crowd of boys to hold up their 
hands, and a highwayman wouldn’t doso small 
athing. It looks like the work of a lunatic,”’ 
Guards have been placed on every bridge, as 
it was thought the fugitive may attempt to 
reach the West Side. The police are doubtful 
about ever getting the highwayman.

DISCOVERED BY A NEWSPAPER CUT. 


Identification of One of the Men Who 
Robbed William BH. Haines, 

A newspaper cut is responsible for the pusi- 
tive identification of one of the three robbers 
who entered the Keystotie Café, No. 479 Wa- 
bash avenue, at 2:30 o’clock a m. Nov. 6, and 
after assaulting the proprietor, William R. 
Haines, robbed him of his gold watch 
and a diamond pin, and after shooting him 
through the left hand made their escape. 
I'he men supposed to have been concerned in 
the robbery are William Newfield, George 
McDonald, and Albert Hyde, who were in- 
dicted yesterday by the grand jury for break- 
ing into the Marquette club Nov. 13. Will 
iam R. Haines went before the same inquisi- 
torial body and gave his testimony against 
the same men. 

To John Lanser —the waiter who was in the 
restaurant the night of the robbery—belongs 
the credit of identifying Newfield. He was 
looking over a paper the day after the capture 
of the two and noticed Newfield’s picture. He 
remembered having seen the man before and 
recognized the picture as that of the man who, 
after ordering a steak the night of the assault, 
covered him witha revolver. He communt- 
cated his suspicionsto Mr. Haines. A week ago 
the two men went over to the County Jail and 
Lanser identified Newfield as one of the three 
men. His identification was easy, as he was 
the only one of the gang not masked. The evi- 
dence which, in all probability, will convict 
Hyde is adiamond pin which was found on 
him after his arrest. The description of the 
pin tallies with that of the one which the rob- 
bers snatched from Mr. Haines. The gold 
watch taken from Haines was fcund in a pawn- 
shop by Detective Levy, and wil! be returned 
to the owner today. The man who pawned it 
has not been identified, but he is thought to 
be McDonald. ? 


POLICE CHASE THREE PiICKPOCKETS, 


They Finally Land Theit}Men, Who 
Under Bond for SimMar Offenses. 

A thousand people had a chance to cry 
‘* Catch him ” abuut dusk gesterday. It was 
a lively race after pickpockets, beginning at 
the crowded corner of Fifthavenue and Wash* 
ington street, and it extended to Madison and 
Clark streets. Officer Regan was standing at 
Fifthavenue and Washington street about 4:30 
o’clock when he saw three men he suspected 
of being pizKpockets. He went to the Cen- 
tral Station and secured Ufficers Byrnes and 
Carney. 

When the officers reached the corner the 
three men had boarded a Madison street car, 
and were in the act of robbing two women of 
their purses.

R. G. Dun & Co. and Michael Shields Ac- 
cused of Making False Reports. 

E. F. Gavin and Nicholas S. Wood, com- 
prising the firm of E. F. Gavin & Co., whole- 
sale candy manufacturers at No. 143 Clinton 
street, began two damage suits in. the Circuit 
Court yesterday, the first against R. G. Dun 
& Co. for $100,000, the second against Michael 
Shields, a candymaker on State street, for 
$50,900. : 

‘‘ The first suit,” said James E. Purnell, at- 
torney for the plaintiffs, “‘is for giving out 
false reports of the business standing of E. F. 
Gavin & Co. Wood, the partner, is an actor, 
now playing onthe North Side. ; We allege 
that one of Dun’s agency men wenttoa 
printing house in New York, where Wood has 
his work done, and gave out that his credit was 
not good, which is untrue.

These state- 
ments are not true, and have damaged the 
plaintiffs’ business.”’

A. T. Ryan, a bookkeeper, has had Miss 
Belle’ Shannon arrested three times on 
a charge of larceny, but each time 
the young woman has proved to the 
satisfaction of the magistrate that the dia- 
mond Ryan alleges belongs to him is her own 
property.

dance in the center of the stage. 

It was wet overhead and sloppy under foot, 
but the 1,800 newsboys who were the guests of 
the Haymarket and Miss McHenry last night 
did not mind the weather, They came in 
herds and swarms, beginving at 7 o’clock, and 
then for an hour they rushed up the stairway 
so fast that the four big policemen stationed 
at each doorway had to forma “V-shaped 
wedge to repel them. Large brothers pulled 
s:nall brothers through the mass, little darkies 
squirmed and struggled, and ‘‘ Crutches ”’ and 
* Peg Leg,”’ the cripples, took their chances 
with the rest. There was plenty of independ- 
ence in the crowd, and when “Reddy de 
Mick ” pushed ahead of “ Dirty Joe”’ the lat- 
tor’s big brother, with his black eyes flashing 
and a flush on his olive Italian skin, promptiy 
* put a head on”’ Reddy im the most approved 
fashion. 

Monk Escorts “French Nell.” 

“*Monk ”’ was the only newsboy who went in 
style. He acted as escort for ‘‘ French Nell,” 
a little maiden who cries the morning papers 
on State street. Gallant, indeed, was 
**Monk.”” He forced several of “de 
kids” to get up out of the first 
row and “give der. lady a_ seat,” 
and thereafter he was busy seeing that 
proper decorum was observed in her presence. 
When Sig. Bonanzo fired off a pistol in the 
first act and a little Frenchman in the next row 
behind called out in sheer exuberance of spirits, 
**O, der son of a gun,” “Monk” leaned 
back in a determined way and asked him 
with fine irony if he *“* didn’t have no respecks 


' fer de ladies.”’ 


Before 8 o’clock the two upper galleries 
were overflowing aud 300 more small and 
dirty youths were stowed away in the family 
circle. Only the cripples—there were eight of 
them—had seats in the dress circle. Every 
new arrival was greetea with cheers and 
whistles, and the big policemen who whacked 
on the backs of the seats with hickory clubs 
realized for the first time their insignificance. 

Just at 8 o’clock a fat man witha red face 
came quietly out into the orchestra pit, ten- 
derly lugging a big bass viol. Before he was 
fairly outside a sharp-eyed youth hanging over 
the upper balcony caught sight of him. He set 
up a wild yell and 1,800,shrill treble voices 
took it up until a wave of sound swept down 
from above that drove the fat man back into 
his den, and he slammed the door hard after 
him. 

Came Back Smiling. 

But the fat man came back again smiling. 
That was the first time, he said, that he had 
ever heard the full effects of the Wagnerian 
idea of music. Then he tuned up the big bass 
viol and the rest of the orchestra got out into 
the pit in safety. 

A strange silence carne over the boys, for 
the fiddles were playing soft, dreamy. far- 
away. music, and they had to strain their ears 
to catch it. ‘**Monk’”’ rubbed his eyes with 
one hand and with the other he grabbed 
the grimy, chubby little hand of * Freuch 
Nell.”” But suddenly all the instruments 
broke out into a wild Irish jig and 3,600 small 
feet beat time until the great house almost 


shook with rhythm. When it was over 
there were shrieks of applause, which 
stopped in a second as the 


curtain rose. There sat pretty Helen Byron 
in a white clinging dress at one corner of the 
stage, and “ Dirty Joe’’ fell in love at first 
sight. ‘* Dat’s a nice girl,”’ he said with 
grave deliberation, and then when no one 
was looking he slyly threw a kiss down to her 
with his grimy fingers. 

Seen frotn below the upper two balconies 
seemed fringed with saucers as the excited 
youngsters, leaving their seats, leaned danger- 
ously far out over the pit, the whites of their 
eyes shining with pleasure. For more than 
two hours they sat and cheered and laughed, 
going out between acts with all the airs of old 
theater goers to eat peanuts and drink brown 
pop. 

Then when the curtain went down at last 
1,800 happy little fellows trudged away home 
through the rain to dream of spangles and 
music and pretty girls.

ON WANT BIGGER WAGES. 


hey Say They Will Not Go to Work Until 
Their Demands Are Acceded to, While 
the Employers Vow They Will Not Pay 
a Cent More than They Have Been 
Giving—Concert for the Benefit of the 
Children’s Aid Socilety—Other Local 
News. 
Two hundred Chicago artists are on a strike. 
This intelligence will shock those who enter- 


’ ¢ain the conventional idea that artists are a 


class who live in lofty garrets, take their 
meals at the place giving the largest glass of 
beer for five cents, and incidentally throwing 
in chicken salad and pate de foi gras just to 
maintain the popularity of the place; who 
never have more than $lin cash at any one 
time, but somehow manage to take a run over 
to the other side every once in a while to see 
what there is new in Venetian coloring or 
Algerian sunsets. 

There are artists and artists. Those who 
last Monday went on a strike for increased 
wages are members of the Association of 
Portrait Artists. They are artists who do 
portraits in crayon and pastel in sizes vary- 
from folio to imperial quarto, according to 
the size of the patron’s pocketbook. 

The men claim that some of the firms em- 
ploying artists had decided on a reduction in 
wages and in order to prevent any such action 
as this the union decided that they would ask 


_gn advance in wages. They also claim that 


there are men working for $25 a week who are 
doing as good work as men who are getting 
$60 a week. Their demands for al] men to be 
put on wages as high as the highest and that 
that price be then increased considerably in

OORNELIUS VANDERBILT'S NEWPORT 
HOME DESTROYED. 


The Building a Total Loss and Practically 
Nothing Saved from Its Interior—The 
Loss Estimated at{$300,000—Narrow Es- 
cape of the Family—History of “ The 
Breakers,” as ‘the Place Was Called— 
Destruction of the Car Works at De- 
troit—Loss $80,000, Fully Insured. 

New York, Nov. 25.—[Special.]—** The 
Breakers,’”’ the handsome cottage of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt of New York, which was situated 
on a commanding point at Ocean Point, near 
Newport, R. L, was completely destroyed by 
fire late this afternoon. It is estimated that 
the loss will amount to at least $300,000.

The oldest 
son had left for college, and thetwo other 
children, who were out for a walk, re- 
turned just after the fire was dis 
covered. -In the crowd that ‘filled the 
extensive grounds and neighboring 
streets were representatives of all grades 
of society. There was plenty of assistance in 
getting out what furniture was saved, but it is 
a question if what was saved was worth what 
it cost to get it out and protect. Mr. Vander- 
bilt intended occupying his cottage at N2w- 
port until after Christmas at least if the 
weather remained favurable. The family will 
leave for their New York residence tomorrow 
morning, Mr. Vanderbilt remaining over to 
see that everything possible is done to close 
up the ruins, 

The building, known as “The Breakers,” 
was built about 1880 by P. Lorillard. It was 
160 feet long by 90 broad, the first story being 
of brick, with brick chimneys and towers pro- 
jecting beyond the roof, which was broken by 
gables and small turrets. In the fall of 1585 
the estate was purchased by Mr. Vanderbilt, 
he paying $400,000 therefor. Since then tne 
house has been practically rebuilt inside ata 
cost of $200,000. It is estimated that the loss 
by the fire today 1s upward of $300,000. The 
building and furniture were heavily insured. 
The total of the policies is unknown to Mr. 
Vanderbilt.

SNOW, HAIL, AND RAIN. 


OHIOAGO VISITED BY A WINTRY 
STORM FROM THE NORTHWEST. 


It Strikes the City About Noon and Causes 
Much Inconvenience to Horses and Pe- 
destrians—A Cold Wave Due Tonight— 
Snowfall All Over the Northwestern 
States Is General—Drifts Have Already 
Caused Some Stoppage of Traffic, and 
More Delay Is Expected. 

The brilliant fall weather of Thanksgiving 
day was rudely disturbed yesterday by a 
sample of genuine winter weather which 
came whistling down out of the Nerthwest. 
The storm, which had its birth up among the 
Rocky Mountains of Canada and swooped 
down across the States of the Northwest, 
struck Chicago shortly before noon and was 
preceded bya skirmish line in the shape 


of & hail storm. Closely following 
came the snow storm, which was 
moist and disagreeable. On the pave- 


ments it was-rapidly ground into a slush, 
which made horses slip and drivers ejaculate. 
The sidewalks became «& delusion and a snare. 
Toward night the snowfall abated, but the 
hail returned, mixed with rain, which made 
the evening most disagreeable. Sergt. Frank- 
enfield said last evening that the storm would 
over by morning, and that the total snow- 
fall in the city was eight-tenths of an inch, 

The storm was general throughout the 
Northwest and the lake regions, extending 
south to the Ohio River. The snowfall was 
not great at any point, the largest being at 
Fort Buford, N. D., where two inches fell. 
At 9o’clock last night the weather was clear 
west of the Missour: River and the storm was 
sweeping eastward with good prospects of 
reaching New York City by daylight. 

The storm is to be succeeded by a cold wave, 
the Signal Service people say, which will 
reach here some time Saturday night. It will 
be the severest experienced. All through the 
Northwest the temperature was falling rapidly 
last night, and in Montana the thermometer 
registered 16° below zero, The cold wave will 
follow the storm to the coast and will be of 
several days’ duration. 

The horse-car lines that feed the various 
cable systems experienced much difficulty in 
aye. after 3 p. m. Salt was distributed 
along the rails, but that didn’t keep the horses 
from slipping. It was next sto impossible, 
particularly on the West Side, for the horses 
to get off a walk. Asa result the cars moved 
at a snail’s pace and many vexatious delays 
were caused to people going about on busi- 
ness errands. Few women ventured from 
their homes. 


STORM IN THE NORTHWEST. 


The Snowfall and Wind Extend All Over 
the States and Territories, 

St. Paur, Minn., Nov. 25.—/Special.]—A 
furious storm has raged here all day and con- 
tinues unabated tonight. In the early stages 
of the storm the faces of pedestrians were 
pelted with sharp, stinging particles of snowy 
substance resembling a cross between rain- 
drops and ice. Upon reaching the ground 
this formed into ice, and in a short time the 
sidewalks were covered with a coating as 
smooth as giass. The storm extends over the 
entire Northwest, imciuding Montana, 
the Dakotas, Minnesota, Assiniboin, 
and Manitoba. The storm is accom- 
panied by high wind, and in some locali- 
ties the gales are drifting the snow into huge 
banks that is sure to interfere with travel ail 
over the territory mentioned. The blizzard 
has already delayed and impeded railway 
traffic, and the local officials expect to hear 
of suspension of business from Western points 
if the winds, accompanied by snow, prevail 
during the next forty-eight hours as predicted 
by the weather department. ‘here has been 
a heavy fall of snow at Grand Forks, Fargo, 
Jamestown, and other points in Dakota. In 
Montana there is a gale on, accompanied by 
sleet. 

Ga.xesBura, IIl., Nov. 25.—|[ Special. ]—A se- 
vere storm of rain and sleet is prevailing over 
this part of the State, and the water freezes as 
rapidly as it falls. Telegraph wires are down 
in every direction. Few save regular trains 
are being sent out. The city is in darkness, 
owing to the breaking of electric light wires 
heavily loaded with ice, while the telephone 
system is demoralized. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Nov. 25.—[Special.—A 
severe sleet-storm visited Springfield today. 
Everything is loaded with ice, and many tele- 
phone and telegraph wires are flat on the 
ground. The storm is the worst seen here in 

eare. 

4 Bioominerton, IIl., Nov. 25.—[Special.]—A 
storm of sleet has prevailed since early morn- 
ing. The ice is three-fourths of an inch thick 
on the pavements, and walking is dangerous. 
The trees are breaking under their crystal 
loads, Telephone and telegraph wires are 
heavily incruated, but as yet few have given 
way.

THE NECESSITY FOR AN EXTRA SESSION. 
We priut elsewhere in this issue of Tus 
Tripune atimely and pertinent article from 
the Junior Democratic organ in this city de- 
scribing “the curses of Clevelandism,”’ 
though it appeared in that paper last May. 
One of these chickens has come home to 
roost, for the Junior Democratic organ is now 
wrestling daily with the Prophet to indue 
him to recant in the matter of the extra ses- 
sion and is daily warning him of the disas- 
trous consequences which his obstinacy and 
cowardice are likely to precipitate upon the 
party. The contest is growing so heated in- 
deed that it is not unlikely the Junior Demo- 
cratic organ will soon feel like repeating its 
anathemas of last May upon the Prophet if 
he goes back on free trade and refuses to call 
an extra session of Congress next spring to 
deal with the tariff question and repeal the 
McKinley law. 
There can now be little doubt that it is the 
purpoee of the Prophet to postpone ** reform ”’ 
and relief from alleged Republican unconstitu- 
tional robbery and plutocratic trust monopo- 
lies until 1894 in spite of the Democratic plat- 
form and the verdict of the people as ex- 
pressed at the polis Nov. 8 But the Junior 
Democratic organ is right in its contention 
that this relief should come at the earliest 
possible moment, that the McKinley tariff 
law should be repealed without delay as was 
promised in the platform, that every vestige 
of protection should be wiped out, being 
‘‘unconstitutional,’’ and that the people 
should have the blessings of free trade which 
they have been promised and for which they 
voted. It is right when it says: 
Thus uncertainty may be brought to an end 
nearly or quite a year earlier than it could be at 
the very best under the dilatory and procrastinat- 
ing plan suggested by the New York Times. This 
is what the country wants, and what it can have 
without hasty or inconsiderate action. The peo- 
ple have been examining the tariff question for 
years, The members of the new House have been 
in the thick of the debate, and will be as well 
prepared to act nextspring as they will be six 
months or more later. The present Ways and 
Means committee has been engaged in the prac- 
tical work of revision and will be readyto goon 
with it next month. The more the mat- 
ter is examined the more clearly the necessity for 
prompt action at an early called session is seen. 
The demand for it grows stronger as its oppo- 
nents admit by their pretended concessions and 
by the artitices they suggest for securing delay. 
There is not a valid reason that can be 
urged for the postponement of this matter: 
until the regular session of the next Congress, 
which would mean the deferring of any 
settlement until far into the summer or even 
into the autumn of 1894. The great mass of 
the people is urgent to have the new policy of 
the victorious party defined at the earliest 
practicable day. Until it is done business 
will become duller and duller, at last verging 
on panic from the want of confidence in the 
future. Every one will “ wait for the wagon.” 
No prudent or intelligent man will dare to 
speculate or enlarge his business. It is cow- 
arGly to the last degree for the Prophet to 
pull back and prevent the policy of his party 
from being put into speedy and practical 
operation. If he really feels that the country 
will be injured by it he should have said it be- 
fore the election instead of capturing his big 
vote under false pretenses, though if the real 
truth had been known to the voters they would 
have voted against the Democratic party. 
But it would have been courageous, truthful, 
and honest. 
The consistent and straightforward course 
for the Prophet to pursue is to call Congress 
in extra session at the earliest time possible, 
waiting no longer than is necessary for the 
members to assemble in Washington, and then 
expedite the relief of the people from protec- 
tion by giving them the blessing of free trade 
and with it the added mercies of unrestricted 
wildeat currency. No tariff commission is 
needed. The people know all about the tariff. 
If the Democratic majority in Congress does 
not know all about it then it has stultified 
itself. There is no good reason why the Mc- 
Kinley law should not be wiped out and free 
trade be put in operation by the 4th of 
next July. There is no good reason why the 
vast business interests of this country, which 
are now prosperous, should be plunged into 
conditions of uncertainty, involving stagna- 
tion, loss, and possible panic for a year and a 
half to come, 
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HOW TO BEACH THE RAILROADS. 
The utter failure of the Inter-State Commis- 
sion to make out a case in the prosecutions ‘n- 
stituted in the United States Court fcr infrac- 
tions of the law under which the commission 
was organized suggests a question raised by 
Tue Trisune several months ago. It is as to 
whether or not the principle of these prosecu- 
tions is all wrong. Is it not possible to attack 
the evil of railroad discriminations in another 
way, one that would make it to the interest of 
the railroads to deal justiy with all who 
patronize them? Noone will deny that such 
a consummation is desirable, if it can be 
brought about; and as it is now admitted the 
law needs to be radically amended the present 
should be a good time to try tostudy the prob- 
lem in a new light. 

Suppose the theory were that the managers 
of the railroads are the best judges in regard 
to the lowest rates at which they can serve the 
public, but shall be held responsible for the 
treatment of ail on equal terins, and that it 
shall be the duty of the commission to help 
those who have been overcharged to recover 
from the railroads all in excess of the sums 
known to have been accepted from othera for 
alikeservice. Let the railroad treasury be 
held responsible for these differences, and the 
officials be responsible to the company, not to 
the law, in this particular. It would then be 
to the interest of the controlling stockholders 
in those corporations to see to it that their ap- 
pointees served all alike, as dismissal would 
be the standing penalty for conduct detri- 
mental to the revenues of the corporation 


where discriminations could be proven. The 
required proof could not be difficult to obtain, 
because every man who had been made to pay 
more than the favored one would havea 
strong motive for aetion which meant money 
in his own pocket, instead of criminal punish- 
ment or pecuniafy fine of the offender with- 
out reimbursement to the sufferer. Nor 
should there be any great difficulty in obtain- 


ing them so long as there was a dollar of as- 
sets to the credit of the offending company, 
for the reason that the status of the company

It is idle to talk of fining people for per- 
forming a certain service for Jess than a stated 
amount of compensation. The thing has 
been tried time and again in the trades unions 
and on the commercial exchanges, only to re- 
sult in failure; and the same fate awaits the 
efforts of the trusts to prevent the sale of 
something valuable at less than the terms 
fixed on by acombination. The same prin- 
ciple applies to railroad service. The only 
penalty for carrying freight or passengers at a 
rate less than some other people may think to 
be fair and reasonable should be that involved 
in the strict and unevadable requirement that 
everybody else shall be served on precisely 
the same terms for what is practically the 
same amount of service. If this were recog- 
nized as the rule the railroad official who now 
takes it upon himself to discriminate in favor 
of “ta friend,’”? meaning thereby a man who 
will give him a share of the rebate, would 
think not twice but several times before run- 
ning the risk of exposure and dismissal; the 
risk being far greater than now because every 
one of those discriminated against would 
have a deep interest in exposing the act. -The 
people who now profit by the offense might 
be brought into court and there compelled to 
testify, as they could not in that case plead 
the constitutional right to avoid saying any- 
thing to incriminate themselves, The govern- 
nent would not ‘then assume the ridiculous at- 
titude of a punisher of the competition which 
has been well defined as “‘ the life of trade,’’ nor 
its officials the humiliating position of being 
compelled to say they are powerless to furnish 
legal proof, though neither they nor the com- 
munity have any doubt as to the guilt of the 
offenders. 


FOR SANITARY REFORM. 
The Municipal Order League of this city 
has called a meeting to be held next Monday 
evening in the Firat M. E. Church. The ob- 
ject in doing so is to direct the attention of 
the people to the unsanitary condition and 
general bad order of things in Chicago and 
arouse them to a sense of thejr duty and the 
duty of city officials under the circumstances, 
Noone who knows anything of the matter 
can dispute the statement that a racical re- 
form is urgently needed, that filth of all kinds 
is rapidly accumulating in the streets and al- 
leys, while the men whose business it is to re- 
move it are doing practically nothing, though 
it may well be supposed, in the absence of 
knowledge to the contrary, they are drawing 
pay just the same. 
The women who took the initiative in the 
movement to ciean up the city have received 
numerous letters of encouragement front 
prominent citizens, urging them to continue 
the good work. Evidently it is widely rea!- 
ized that their self-imposed task is one that 
ought to be undertaken in the interest of the 
whole community. But thus far the men have 
not come numerously to the front to be iden- 
titied with the good work. It is now desired 
to enlist their active codperation as well as 
quiet sympathy. ‘lv this end they are asked 
to attend the meeting of next Monday evening. 
Those of them who decide to do so may rest 
assurec that reason enough will be presented 
to show the importance of their attacking the 
gigantic evil of filth that has so long afflicted 
the city, and will be ten fold more odious 
during the Fair than ordinarily unless some 
efficient action is taken now. It will be re- 
ported that the humerous nuisances to which 
attention has already been called by officers 
of the league have remained unnoticed and 
unremoved by the city authorities or by their 
orders. The requests by the league to have 
these nuisances abated have been treated with 
such cool neglect that it may well be called 
** contem ptuous.”’ 
The women have begun the good work. 
They have the energy and the good intention 
which deserve success, but they lack the 
force that can be exerted by men who have 
**votes’’ in addition to paying taxes. So they 
now ask the other sex to join them in the 
work of organizing for the purification of the 
city. This must be accomplished, if at all, 
by taking formal notice of the worst nui- 
sances, callng to them the attention of the 
city officials who are charged by the people 
with the duty of removing them, and in cases 
of manifest neglect by those officials to let 
the public know who is drawing pay steadily 
for sanitary service not performed. If those 
officials knew there was a voting pressure ex- 
erted upon them by the parties making the 
reports and requests ‘they would hardly think 
it safe to pass them with indifference into the 
waste basket and then sneer at the senders as 
“helpless and discouraged” after having 
treated them with contemptuous silence. 
The tax-eaters would soon conclude it was 
worth their while to at least make a show of 
bestirring, themselves if they hoped to retain 
. their places on the city pay-roll. 
Hence it is much to be desired that the mas- 
culine portion of the community will turn out 
in force to the meeting. Let the men show 
by their presence that they indorse the action 
already taken, and then speak out audibly in 
expressing a determination to take hold act- 
ively in the movement for clean streets and 
alleys and other essentials to proper city sani- 
tation, They want the work to be done, and 
it now looks as if it would not be done with- 
out their active codperation. They cannot 
afford to let the undertaking go by default, 
and for that reasun it is their duty to them- 
selves as well as to others to attend the meet- 
ing. 
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THE PANAMA CANAL SCANDAL. 

The Panama Canal company’s scandal con- 
tinues to grow. It has at last assumed such 
appalling dimensions and the charges of mal- 
feasance, if not of actual stealing, are made 
with such publicity that the government, at 
first inclined to hush the matter up, is now 
compelled to appoint an investigating com- 
mittee. M. Delahaye, one of the Deputies, 
without naming the guilty parties, has made 
broad and sweeping accusations. One hun- 
dred and fifty Deputies, besides some of the 
Senators, are involved. He sets forth that an 
agent of M. de Lesseps duped the directors 
and the directors duped the public in the mat- 
ter of the lottery bonds; that 3,000,000 francs 
were distributed among the Deputies, mill- 
ions more in election expenses, and a million 
francs in buying newspapers. His last charge 
was as follows: 


the committee of this chamber charged with 
the duty of examining into this lottery bond 
scheme comprised five favorable to it and five op- 
posed. The eleventh member, before casting his 
vote, offered his services to the company for 200.- 
000 francs. As the company refused bis proposi- 
tion he formed a syndicate, being aided by a 
banker, and caused a fall in the shares and com- 
pelled the company to yield. The scheme was 
then approved by the committee, but the banker 
was not warned in time. The shares recovered 
and he was ruined. 


, The astonishing charges made by M. Dela- 
haye do not account for the whole of the defi- 
cit. Itis likely that the swindle will prove 
to have been the most enormous of modern 
times and will, as M. Delahaye asserted, make 
the Wilson-Grévy decoration scandal appear 
insignificant. Five hundred million dollars 
in bonds were issued, which sold for $265, - 
000,000. The actual legitimate expenditure 
has been $100,000,000 one report says, while 
another puts it at only $80,000,000. Hence 
there has been a deficit of $165,000,000 or $185,- 
000,000, as the case may be. Taking even the 
smaller amount as correct and making all 
allowances for waste, such as always occurs in

| upon millions of doliars to be accounted for 
and which apparently can only be traced to 
downright fraud. If the charges which have 
been made are susceptible of proof it will not 
be long before the world will know who the 
swindlers are and who are the parties guilty of 
accepting the bribes. It looks now as if the 
government, the Deputies, the press, the con- 
tractors, the directors, and the officials, from 
M. de Lesseps down, were involved in of- 
fenses of every description from criminal 
negligence to actual stealing of the people’s 
money, 

Such is the outcome of the disastrous Pan- 
ama Canal scheme. The investigating com- 
mittee will make a thorough scrutiny of the 
charges and the parties involved will be 
brought before the courts, among them M, 
de Lesseps and his son, The French people 
are mercurial, They easily go from one ex- 
treme to the other, and if these charges are 
sustained in the courts, as they unquestionably 
will be, it will be the end of the ill-fated 
scheme. The directors have recently appealed 
to the people for $36,000,000 more with which 
to finish the canal. The latter will only ask 
where more than one hundred million dollars 
of their subscriptions have gone. They will 
have no more confidence in the directors or 
in their scheine. It will be the end of it. 
Meanwhile the scandal itself bids fair to be 
the crowning criminal event of the century 
and one in comparison with which our own 


The Nicaragua Canal convention in New 
Orleans, the first session of which will be held 
next Wednesday, promises to be an important 
one and well attended by men who under- 
stand the subject and are prepared to work for 
the carrying out of the project to make a 
practical water connection between the At- 
lantic and Pacific Oceans. It is expected the 
convention will voice in Congress a demand 
by the American people for an interoceanic 
canal under control of the United States Gov- 
ernment. Of course the merchants and other 
citizens of New Orleans are especially inter- 
ested in the work, as it would place them 
within 600 miles of the Pacilic Ocean, and 
open the trade of the Orient to the great Mis- 
sissippi Valley. 

The Nicaragua Canal. is now the only 
project for uniting the two great waters that 
has any standing with scientific men, capital- 
ists, or statesmen. The recent revelation of 
disgraceful jobbery in connection with the 
now “busted ’”’ De Lesseps scheme is fatal to 
the idea of reviving it, even if it were not an 
utter failure from the point of view of an en- 
gineer. On the other hand, the Nicaraguan 
route is quite feasible. A prominent feature 
is a great inland basin hewn by nature out of 
the solid rock. The distance from Greytown 
on the Atlantic to the Pacific is 170 miles, and 
only twenty-seven miles, or 16 per cent, re- 
main to be excavated. Lake Nicaragua sup- 
plies 110 miles of navigable water, and from 
this the San Juan River runs down to the At- 
lantic coast. At its mouth the bar has been 
dredged, a good harbor constructed, and 
sufficient buildings are already there to form 
a base of supplies for the men who will work 
on the canal. Then, the climate is healthy, 
beimg in marked contrast to what has been 
designated as the graveyard route chosen by 
De Lesseps. It is stated that only two men 
died out of the 1,600 employed for four 
months in constructing a railroad through the 
Nicaraguan forests, and that not a single death 
has occurred from disease incidental to the 
country among 200 American engineers and 
skilled mechanics who have been for. three 
years past in the service of the canal com- 
pany. 

It may be set down as undeniable that the 
$100,000,000 which it is estimated the canal 
will cost is asmall sum in comparison with 
the benefits to be derived from it. As com- 
pared with the route round Cape Horn San 
Francisco will be brought 10,500 miles nearer 
» Boston and New York, Hongkong will be 
nearly 4,000 miles nearer than the route round 
the Cape of Good Hope, and Melbourne some 
4,000 miles nearer than by the Cape Horn 
route. The long voyages between northern 
Atlantic ports of the United States and the 
rich nitrate beds of South America will be 
reduced fully one-half. By the Cape Horn 
route San Francisco 1s nearer to Liverpool 
than to New York, while the Nicaragua 
Canal would give us an advantage of about 
3,000 miles. The impetus this fact would give 
to American ship building and owning must 
be a great one, since by our laws traffic be- 
tween our Atlantic and Pacific ports is coast- 
ing traffic, and as such is restricted to Ameri- 
can vessels, 

Perhaps it is not too much to expect that 
the completion of the Nicaragua Canal would 
afford opportunity for an expansion of our 
trade as great as that which the first Pacific 
railroad gave to the development of the West. 
For water transportation is not only cheaper 
than that at much greater distances by rail, 
but it admits of no monopolistic combination, 
such as has been practiced by the coterie who 
adopted the maxim for transcontinental trade 
of making the traffic pay all it would bear. 
No better time than the Columbian year could 
be chosen to formally resolve on the prosecu- 
tion of this great work, the importance of 
which 1s so widely recognized that it was 
formally indorsed in the platforms of both 
the great political parties and in the letters of 
acceptance of both the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic candidates, 


OUR CORN IN GERMANY. 

When Col. Murphy was last in Chicago he 
remarked that if the United States would 
make one more appropriation towards the 
work of making the food value of American 
corn known in Europe, so much progress 
might be achieved under it that the movement 
could afterwards take care of itself. Events 
on the other side of the Atlantic indicate the 
soundness of his views. The uses of our Indian 
corn for human food, with especial reference 
to its employment for army rations, is being 
fully tested by officials under the German 
Government, The experiments thus far point 
to the adoption of corn for the German army 
and navy at no distant day; not, however, by 
itself, but in a mixture of perhaps one-third 
corn with two-thirds rye. 

The great fault to be found with bread made 
from corn in the way usual here is its lack of 
keeping qualities. This is an important point 
in Europe, where much of the baking is done 
at intervals of a week or more, and of course 
it is a vital fact in determining its adoption or 
rejection for army rations. But it is found 
that the speedy sourmg of corn bread as 
made in the United States 1s due to the oil in 
the kernel, and most of this oil is contained 
in the little germ at the end, that being the 
point which contains the seed principle. This 
is now removed in Germany by a degermi- 
nating machine. The remaining kernel is 
almost as free from oil as is the grain 
of rye, and it makes a finer flour than many 
people in this ‘country would suppose fossi- 
ble without seeing it for themselves, 
This process is performed in Germany, an ad- 
ditional incentive to doing the work there be- 
ing furnished by the imposition of a duty on 
importations of corn meal. It is stated by 
Col. Murphy that more than thirty mills 
in that country are now grinding American 
corc for human food, and many of the bakers 
are using the product in bread-making in the 
proportion of 33 to 40 per cent of corn and 60 
to 67 per cent of rye. Some of the bakers

percentage of the whole crop, whereas they 
now constitute but a very smail proportion— 
about 4 per cent. 

It is said the prospect is viewed with alarm 
by the agriculturists of Germany, and that 
the millers are joining them in opposing the 
radical change which is threatened. But 
there will be no stopping it if the toiling 
masses of Europe once discover the immense 
advantage of corn for food in point of cheap- 
ness without any loss of quality. The change 
must also make a great and welcome differ- 
ence to producers in the United States. The 
wider market that would be opened up by a 
popular use of corn in Germany, Russia, 
France, Great Britain, and other European 
lands may be expected to add not less than 
five cents per bushel to the selling value 
which would amount to fully $100,000,000 on a 
crop as large as that of 1891. For our corn is 
admitted to be the best in the world, and 
must sell in competition with that produced 
else where,

THE REORGANIZATION OF THE WATER 
DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. Charles 8. Waller, who was Commis- 
sioner of Public Works for ages time under 
Mayor Harrison, criticises plan for the re- 
organization of the Water Department pro- 
posed by Ald. Madden, saying: 
The placing of the department in charge of one 
man, responsible alone to the Mayor and City 
Council, will not do, This is like stopping a leak 
in acask caused by a worm’s hole by leaving a 
bigger hole. The more prominent the thief the

Lhe placing of the department in charge of 
one man is not all that is contemplated by 
Mr. Madden. It is proposed to fix rules for 
"the financial management of the department 
which cannot be changed except by the action 
of the Couneil, It is proposed to limit the 
number of emplovés, to regulate their sal- 
aries, to change entirely the methods of book- 
keeping, and, in fact, to entirely remodel the 
department. If Mr. Waller has any sugges- 
tions to make in this connection they will be 
gladly considered, no doubt. They will be 
more useful than “destructive criticism.” 
In the same connection it may be mentioned 
that, the proposal to place the tunnel extension 
under the charge of the Commiasioner of Pub- 
lic Works ought not to be tolerated. That 
work should come under the supervision of 
the Water Superintendent. The tunnel ex- 
tension has been under the charge of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works. The result has 
been delay, inefficiency, and extravagance. 
The Water Superintendent should be a man 
big enough to take charge of the whole water 
system and to properly conduct it. Ihe com- 
plaint now is that the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works has too muchtodo. Why prolong 
his burdens? Let us have an honest, thor- 
ough, and complete reform in the water serv- 
ice system of the city. 


In a recent conversation with a newspaper 
correspondent Senator Sherman stated that 
he does not favor the entire repeal of the sil- 
ver act of 1890, as that would revive the Bland 
act of 1878, which authorized the purchase and 
coinage of not less than $2,000,000 worth of 
silver per month. He wishes tostop the pur- 
chases of silver and believes the act of 1890 
has done all the good it can. It was adopted 
to prevent free coinage legislation, but has not 
had the effect that was expected, It was sup- 
posed it would raise the price of silver, but has 
not done so, and he thinks it ought now to be 
repealed. He further referred to his speech in 


1890 and his reinedy for the low price of silver. 
In it he said: 

I would resort, if necessary, to the adoption of a 
new ratio between the two metals, andin that 
way bring about the maintenance of the parity. 
Iam as muchin favor of silver as any man who 
represents the silver-mines in the West, because 
silver has been and always will be more or less a 
measure of value and absolute necessity with 
gold, just as your right eye is absolutely neces- 
sary to your left. But, sir, the only way in which 
you can make these metals workin harmony with 
each other is to put upon both a ratio fixed by 
market value, and if you can secure the consent 
of many nations upon that point you may be able 
to fix a ratio that will be permanent, at least for 
a time, although the separation between these 
two metals has now goneon steadily for more 
than two thousand years, especially since the dis- 
covery of America. It probably will not be that 
any ratio which may be fixed or any arrangement 
which may be made will prevent the separation of 
the value of these two metals from time to time; 
but we can only legislate for our own time and do 
the best we can. 
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At the recent meeting of the Manhattan 
club in New York the Prophet, as will be re- 
membered, made a speech in which, accord- 
ing to the dispatches, “speaking in a low tone 
he continued deliberately ”’:

Old Age Pension Pian Approved. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury approved the 
Church of England scheme for the formation 
of an old age pension fund. A powerful com- 
mittee is back of the movement, including 
the Duke of Westminste:, Lord Halsbury, the 
Bishops of London and Rochester, and others 
of prominence. The Dissenters view the 
scheme as planned suspiciously, believing that 
it is imtended through its agency to recruit 
adherents to the established church among the 
workingmen. If a Parliament grant be de- 
manded it will be rejected unless the Dissen- 
ters are given a controlling power in the ad- 
ministration of the fund.

AMICABLE SETTLEMENT PROBABLE, 


The British-Venezuelan Boundary Dispute 
«Is Nearly Closed. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Caracas, Nov. 25.—[Copyrighted, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett.]—There is a possibil- 
ity now of an amicable adjustment of the 
boundary dispute between Great Britain and 
Venezuela. Urged by the British Board of 
Trade, it is said Gladstone’s government inti- 
mates a willingness to reopen direct negotia- 
tions in regard to the adjustment of that 
trouble. Lord Rosebery has pamed the Ger- 
man Minister at Caracas as British Chargé 
d’Aaires ad interim, and assurances have been 
given thata Venezuelan Minister would be 
welcomed atthe Court of St. James. En- 
gland is said to be willing to return lands en- 
croached upon, and will try to secure as an 
offset to its claims special navigation privi- 
leges on the Orinoco and its tributaries. 

One of the charges against Mijares is made 
by the Caracas branch of the Red Cross So- 
ciety. In complicity with Mendoza, he, it is 
charged. seized the fund which the society 
had gathered to give aid to the wounded. It 
is probable that the Philadelphia wili be heav- 
ily fined for proceeding to sea without clear- 
ance papers. 

The courts are bringing criminal charges 
against the principal men in the late govern- 
aent, and it is probable that Gen. Crespo will 
endeavor to have them indicted. 


PANAMA CANAL CASE CONTINUED. 


None of the Defendants Appear in the 
French Court of Appeal. 

Paris, Nov. 25.—The case of the govern- 
ment against the Panama Canal company 
was called in the Court of Appeal today. The 
defendants are M. Ferdinand de Lesseps, the 
Chairman of the Board of Directors; Charles 
de Lesseps, his son, Vice-Chairman; M. 
Marius F. Antanes and Baron Cotta, directors 
of the company, and M. Eiffel, the well known 
contractor. None of the defendants were 
present. The case was adjourned until Jan. 10, 
counsel for the defendants guaranteeing 
that they would then appear. The President 
of the Court of Appea! reserved his decision 
on the question whether he would enforce the 
presence of M,. Ferdinand de Lesseps, The 
charges that appear in the indictment, which 
is a voluminous document, are breach of trust 
and malversation of funds. 

The Journal des Debats expresses the opin- 
ion that little will come of the Panama Canal 
inguiry, the committee’s powers being too 
limited in ecope. The Journal fails to see 
how the Chamber of Deputies will be able 
to deal with charges against Senators. 
M. Spuller expresses similar views.

M, Camille Krantz, a member of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies and French Commissioner- 
General to the Chicago Columbian Exposi- 
tion, has returned from his visit to the Expo- 
sition.

Dervishes Attack Fort Tamrin. 
Savukim, Nov. 2.—A band of 250 dervishes, 
presumably a part of the forces of Osman Digna, 
attacked Fort Tamrin, near Tokar. The 
Egyptian troops garrisoning the fort repulsed 
the dervishes. Seventeen of the latter were 
killed and many were wounded 


Spanish Commercial Treaties Concluded. 

MaprRID, Nov. 25.—At a Cabinet meeting yester- 
day, the Queen Regent presiding, the Premier, 
Sefior Canovas de! Castillo, announced that treat- 
ies of commerce had been concluded with Sweden 
and Norway, Holland, Denmark, Switzeriand, 
and Portugal.

NIHILISTS WORKING ON YOLGA PEASANTS. 

The Nihilists are trying to stir up the Volga 
peasantry by means of pamphlets and letters to 
revolt against the government. The police have 
been instructed to suppress any insurrectionary 
attempts. 

MRS, PARNELL OFFERS TEN SHILLINGS. 

Mrs. Parnell hag offered her creditors ten sbil- 
lings in the pound. She admits that she has a net 
annual income of £800, Her liabilities are £6,869 
and her assets £4,525. Mrs. Parnell was recently 
examined by a doctor, who pronounced her pros- 
pects for living long precarious. 


NAPHTHA BARGES BURNED AT ASTRAKHAN. 

A dispatch from Astrakhan, on the River 
Volga, states that Tuesday a naphtha barge 
caught fire there, and before any attempt could 
be made tosave them twenty-six other barges, 
some loaded with naphtha and others empty,were 
a mass of flames. Two steamers also caught fire 
and were destroyed, the boatmen and hands on 
the steamers barely escaping with their lives. 


MADE PRESIDENT OF THE STATE COUNCIL, 

The Czar has nominated the Czarowitz to be 
President of the Russian State Council. This is 
hailed as a sign that the Czar desires to infuse a 
more liberal spirit into his admihistration. No 
immediate change in methods is possible, how- 
ever, as the President of the Holy Synod, whois a 
religious fanatic, is Vice-President of the council. 
But under the Presidency of the Czarowitz the 
repression of Jews and Catholics will eventually 
be relaxed. 


Wisconsin State Treasury Cases, 

Maptson, Wis., Nov. 25.—[Special.]—The State 
Treasury cases will not be decided until after the 
holidays at the earliest, The Supreme Court 
meets again Dec. 6, and it is known positively 
that no decision will be rendered then.

The Olympic Club May Match Griffin and 
Australian Murphy. 

New OrR_eans, La., Nov. 25.—[Special.]—The 
Olympic club will not makethe match between 
Tommy Ryan, the Chicago welterweight, and 
Tom Wiliams of England. The club offered 
$3,000 for the match, but the recent $40,000 offers 
have given the pugilists an exaggerated idea of 
the value of their services, and Ryan promptly 
replied that the money offered was not enough.

The prin- 
cipal pugilistic contest will doubtless be in the 
heavyweight line and will depend upon the out- 
come of the Maher-joddard battle and the effort 
will be made to match the winner against Slavin 
or Choynski. A telegram has also n sent to 
Jimmy Carroll aski as to a match between 
Johnny Griffin and Billy Murphy of Australia. 
Griffin's only defeat was at the hands of Murphy 
and he has always expressed a desire to meet 
Murphy again.

Special Assessment Feature Not Liked by 


Some—Cost -Would Be $5 to $15 for 


Each Lot of Twenty-five Feet Front—Ald. 
Ernst Proposes an Amendment That Is 
Not Considered—Lake Street “L ” Trans- 
fer Ordinance Sent to Committee—Other 


Local News. 
Considerable opposition was developed at 
the adjourned meeting of the Council last 
evening to the ordinance to extend the electric 
light system by special assessment. It was 
led by Aid. Ernst, and after the measure had 
been debated upon for a couple of hours it 
was recommitted to the Finance committee. 
‘Ald. Ernst presented an amendment, which 
was adopted; providing that the system shall 
not be extended except on the petition of ‘the 
_ property-owners representing the majority of 
the front footage of each block. | 
Ald. Haynes opposed the ordinance on the 


ground that all sections of the city 
are not treatei alike and _=es Ald. 
Coughlin opposed it because’ the 


first section provided that the conduits, poles, 
and wires be paid for by special assessment, 
and the machinery and plant be paid for by 
general taxation. 
City Electrician Barrett was called upon, 
and said there are at present 1,140 electric 
lamps, while the plants had a capacity of 
6,000, with. scarcely any additional operating 
expense. assessment for a conduit, he 
said, would amount to from $5 to $15 for each 
lot of twenty-five feet. 
LS Test of Strength. 
Ald. McGillen made astrong plea for the 
measure, after which Ald. Coughlin moved 
that it be recommitted to the Judiciary com- 
mittee. This was lost on the following vote, 
which was the first test of strength:

The complainant is James Murphy, who 
says that the woman is holding his trunk and 
refuses to deliver it on demand. Carrie, or 
Mattie Howard, as she is best known, lives at 
No. 184 North Clark street, and has been 
arrested many times. She claims to hold the 
Murphy trunk for board, ana avoided 
recognition of an execution by hiding the 
property. 

But last night when arrested the woman 
made a direct charge against Officer Richard- 
son, declaring that her arrest was due to per- 
secution. She stated that several weeks ago 
the officer demanded a valuable pug dog be- 
longing to her, and on her refusal to give him 
the dog said he would get even with her.

TRAVELING MEN WILL MEET AT DES 
MOINES. IN DECEMBER. 


Members of the Iowa State Association Pre- 
paring to Make Merry—Arrangements 
in the Hands of an Efficient Committee 
—History of the Organization Since It 
Was Founded in 1880—Officers Past and 
Present—Good Work That Is Being Done 
by the Association in a Charitable Way. 


Des Mornegs, [a., Nov. 23.—[Special Corre- 
spcndence.|—The business-men of this city 
are making many preparations for the enter- 
tainment of the coming meeting of the Iowa 
State Traveling Men’s Association. The meet- 
ing will be held Dec. 3. It is thought that 
not less than 1,000 members of the association 
will be in attendance, coming from every part 
of the country. The business meetings will be 
held in the morning and afternoon, and at 
night a banquet will be tendered the visitors 
at the Savory House. At the banquet at least 
750 plates will be laid, After the refreshments 
there willebe only two speeches. The first will 
be by Mr. C. E, Stubbs of Fairfield, Ia., who 
will speak on “*Our Association and Its Mem-

bers,’’ and the second by the Hon. John N. 
Irwin, ex-Governor of Arizona, of Keokuk, 
la., who will speak on “The Traveling Man, 
Past and Present. The evening’s entertain- 
ment will close with dancing. 

The Iowa State Traveling Men’s Association 
has an interesting history. It has had a re- 
markable growth. It is incorporated in Iowa, 
but its field is not bound by State lines. In 
fact, there are more men from outside who be- 
long to it than inside the State. The City of 
Chicago has 1,100 members in good standing 
in the association, which is more than 
Des Moines has, and as far east as New York 
the association has 500 members. There isnot 
a commercial city in the country that 1s not 
represented on the rolls of the association. 
The outside members, while they do not 
sare in the social features of the urganization, 
which are very prominent, have all the bene- 
fits of insurance which is furnished by the as- 
sociation on the purely mutual plan and only 
against accidents. The membership is strictly 
limited to traveling men, and an experience of 
one year on the road is a requisite for admis- 
sion to the association. 

In the Secretary’s office are preserved re- 
ligiously the records of the first meeting and 
the organization of the association. A few 
extracts from ‘this will be interesting to the 
‘hundreds who belong to the association: 

Des Mornes, Ia., Nov. 27, 1880.—The commer- 
cial travelers of Des Moines and a number from 
abroad met inthe Board of Trade rooms, Aborn 
House Block, at 7:30 p. m., on the above named 
date, in response to a call for organizing the 
Iowa State Traveling Men's Association. The 
meeting was called to ordor, and op motion O. W. 
Hazard was chosen Ohairman and J, P. Bushnell 
Secretary of the meeting. The object of the 
meeting was then stated, and remarks were made 
by the following men: O. W. Hazard, T. M. Lan- 
gan, W. A. Meyer. W. F. Mitchell, H. A. Searles, 
I. E. Tone, A. B. Waite, W. A. Work. and others, 
all favoring the proposed organization, 

The first officers of the association were 
elected that same night. These were: O. W. 
Hazard, President; T. M. Langan, Vice- 
President; I. E. Tone, Treasurer, and J. 
Bushnell, Secretary. ‘These «fficers served 
one year. The next meeting was held Dec. 
11 and at that time a constitution and by-laws 
were adopted. At the end of the first year of 
business there was a balance of $27.75 in the 
treasury. The old officers were reélected at 
the next annual meeting. 

The association was formally incorporated 
under the laws of Iowa Aug. 5, 1882. For 
nearly ten years it dragged along as far as 
membership was concerned and three years 
ago had a membership of only 529. A year 
later the membership had crawled up to 1,094. 
At that time the present Secretary, F. E. 
Haley, was reélected, and with new business 
methods introduced by the new Board of

Directors under instructions from the associa- 
tion the membership soon began to grow so 
that at the end of the year, Nov. 15, 1891, the 
membership had reached 4,758. The mem- 
bership in good standing this year, Nov. 15, is 
8,500. This shows what an active and in- 
telligent board and Secretary and President 
can do for an association. 

The holder of the first membership in the 
association is the veteran traveling man of Keo- 
kuk, John M. French, who is known by every 
man on the road in the territory west of Chi- 
cago., He is one of the characters of the asso- 
ciation and never misses a meeting if he can 
help it. The association contains many of the 
prominent business-men of the various com- 
munities not only in Iowa but in other States, 
These men joined the association when they 
were still traveling men and have since grad- 
uated from the road into employers of men 
who travel for them. They have maintained 
their membership and are found amoung the 
active workers of the association. 

The President of the Iowa State Traveling 
Men’s Association is Mr. W. F. Mitchell of 
He is a man who, while on the 
road, was gne of the best coinmercial travel- 


ers and has since taken the active manage- 
ment of the Chamberlain Medicine company 
of this city. Mr. Mitchell was born in West- 
chester County, N. Y., and spent his early 
days in that community.

INVESTIGATING THE READING DEAL. 


President McLeod Asked Some Pertinent 
Questions by Congressman Coombs, 

New York, Nov. 25,—The Congressional 
subcommittee appointed to investigate the 
Reading coal cembine met in the Federal 
Building this morning. Congressman 
Coombs of Brooklyn occupied the chair. 
Archibald McLeod testified that he was Presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia and Reading railroad 
company, and also President of the Reading 
Iron and Coal coinpany, the capital stock of 
which was $8,000,000 and 113,317 acres con- 
trolled. The price paid to operators, said 
Mr. McLeod, was 60 per cent of the price at 
tidewater. Prices were fixed by the general 
sales agents of the various companies inter- 
ested. Mr. McLeod said the Philadelphia 
and Reading railroad company did not own 
the coal transported over the roads of the al- 
leged combine, but the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron company did, and the 
former company owned the stock in the lat- 


ter. 

Chairman Coombs of the committee said 
that a year ago he got coal delivered in Brook- 
lyn at $4.85 and $5 perton, This year he had 
to pay 75 cents more. He wanted to know if 
this increase in price went:to the retail dealer 
or to the producers. 

Mr. McLeod admitted that the producers 
now received more for their coal than a year 
ago. | 

Congressman Patterson wanted to know the 
difference between the prices of coal in .Phil- 
adelphia, near which pTace it waa produced, 
and in New York City. Mr. MtLeod said that 
he would ascertain this fact and make a state- 
ment later. Mr. Patterson asked what per- 
centage of the coal transported by the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading, New Jersey Central, 
and Lehigh Valley railroads was produced by 
those companies. 

Mr. McLeod said the Reading, through the 
Reading Coal and Iron company, produced 90 
per cent of the coal which it transported; the 
New Jersey Central 7 per cent of the amotnt 
which it transported; and the Lehigh Valley 
25 percent of the amount which it trans- 
ported. 

Mr. Patterson wanted to know how the price 
of coal produced by these railway companies 
were controlled. 

Mr. McLeod said the representatives of the 
producing companies got together and com- 
puted what the demand for a certain period 
would be and what supply was on hand. They 
had found that if the prices that prevailed a 
year ago had been adhered to the producers 
would become bankrupt. Each producer had 
agreed to place only the amount on the mar- 
ket that they reckoned would be consumed. 
In this way a flooding of the market and un- 
reasonable depression of prices were prevented. 
The roads, he said, had nothing to do with the 
prices of the coal of outside producers which 
they transported. Ihe coal transported and 
produced by the three companies mentioned 
was anthracite coal for the most part. The 
coal produced by other companies was for the 
most part bituminous, 

The three companies mentioned, however, 
produced the greater part of the anthracite 
coal of the country. The railway companies 
charged three mills less per ton per mule fer 
the. transportation of the bituminous coal 
than they did for their own anthracite coal, 
for the reason that they had to count for stor- 
age in the case of the latter and did not for 
the foriner. 

President J. R. Maxwell of the New Jersey 
Central was called to the stand. He said 
that neither he nor any of his representatives 
at present attended the monthly meetings be- 
tween the representatives of the Philadelphia 
and Reading and other companies in regard 
to the price of coal. He was, however, repre- 
sented at such meetings prior to last April. 
The committee dismissed Mr. Maxwell, as tes- 
timony had already been given before the New 
Jersey State courts that the New Jersey Cen- 
tral was not now connected with any com- 
bine, which was satisfactory to the committee.

traffic at Memphis, is a rate of $1.15 0n screened 
coal to Nashville relatively unreasonable as com- 
pared with the Memhis rate, but so long as the 
Memphis rate does not exceed $1.40 rates on said 
kinds of coal from the mines to Nashville should 
not during any portion of the year exceed $1 or 
$1.15 respectively, and any reduction in the Mem-

ACCUSED MORRIS OF BULLDOZING. 


Row in a Council Committee by an At- 
tempt to Rush an Ordinance Through, 
An attempt to rush an important ordinance 
through the Council Committee on Gas, Oil, 
and Electric Lights produced the liveliest 
kind of arow in that body yesterday after- 
noon. Charges of “‘bulidozing” were pre- 
ferred openly against Ald. John R. Morris, 
the Chairman, and Ald. Kunz and Haynes 
threatened to resign unless he abandoned his 
tactics. The fight will be finished at 2 o’clock 
Monday afternoon, to which time the com- 
mittee adjourned. 

The ordinance under consideration is in- 
tended to give extensive privileges to the Morse 
Light, Heat, and Power company. It was in- 
troduced in the Council last spring by Ald. 
McGillen. Since then it has been in the 


committee awaiting disposition. 


The ordinance provides that the Morse 


Light, Heat, and Power company be author- 
ized to construct in the streets, avenues, al- 
leys, tunnels, upon viaducts, and in and under 
sidewalks wires for the purpose of transmit- 
ting power, light, heat, and signals. The com- 
pany is directed to build or lease viaducts or 
poles of its own, and to ailow other compa- 
nies to use them on terms agreed to by the 
respective parties. All conduits are re- 
quired to be underground within the districts 
bounded by Fullerton avenue, Ashland ave- 
nue, Thirty-first street, and the lake. Outside 
this district the company is allowed to con- 
struct a system of wires over buildings and on 
poles, provided that the system shall be placed 
underground, if s® ordered, within five years 
from the date of passage of the ordinance. The 
company is required to extend its systerh on 
any street when ordered so to do by the Coun- 
cil, but no such order shal! be given until the 
revenue appears to be 6 per cent a year on the 
cost of extensiozr. The company is further 
ordered to supply one electric are lamp of 
2,000 candle-power at each street intersection 
in the district traversed by its wires. A clause is 
inserted in one section forbidding thecompany 
from entering into combination with other 
com panies of a like nature. 4 bond of $20,000 
is required, and the franchise is limited to 
thirty years. 


RESENTS POLITICAL INTERFERENCE. 


Building Commissioner O’Neill Threatens 
to Resign—Bribery of Inspectors. 4 

Louis O’Neill, Commissioner of Buildings, 
does not like it because there is political in- 
terference in the selection of the inspectors 
under him. There was some talk of his re- 
signing last spring, but he says the Mayor in- 
duced him not to, and he is again considering 
the matter. He had a talk with Mayor Wash- 
burne a day ortwoago and it is understood 
that the Mayor urged him not to.give up the 
place, Mr. O’Neill has not positively made 
up his mind what he will do, but it is not 
thought he will retire. He claims that he has 
had inspectors in his employ who have ac- 
cepted bribes to make favorable reports re- 
garding buildings that are being constructed 
contrary to the building ordinance, 


WATER SUPPLY STILL DELAYED. 


This Time Through Laying a Telephone 
Cable in the Four- Mile Tunnel. 

At the present rate of speed being devel- 
oped by the contractor who is putting the tel- 
ephone cable into the four-mile tunnel it will 
be a week before the city can turn in the wa- 
ter. It was’stated yesterday at the City Engi- 
neer’s office that the tunnel was ready for the 
water as soon as the telephone cable was hnid. 
The contractor stated when he undertook the 
work that he could lay the cable in eight 


hours. He has already been at work at the 
task several days and has still two more miles 
to pull his metallic rope. 


SIOUX LEGEND OF A METEORIC SHOWER. 


How the Great Manitou Aided the Indians 
in Their Fight with the Enemy. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
Vhe Sioux Indians have a legend that is of 
interest now, telling as itdoes how an op- 
posing army was put to flight by a shower of 
meteorites. The legend also explains a 
peculiar layer of stones found on the shores 
of the Cannon Ball River. This river is one 
of the many streams of the Northwest that 
join to make the Big Muddy and flows near 
Standing Rock Agency. Along this stream, 
at a distance of four or five miles from its 
mouth, may be found hundreds and thousands 
of stones of ali sizes. There is nothing ex- 
traordinary in this, the reader may think, 
but the extraordinary part is mot in the 
presence of the stones, but in their shape and 
weight... Their sizes range from a marble to 
that of globes three feet in diameter. This 
is the legend that accounts for the presence of 
the stones: 

Many years ago, which in Indian lore may 
mean fifty or a thousand years, the Sioux 
Nation reigned supreme all along the Great 
Waters from its head to its mouth. A mighty 
nation, the Crows, inhabited the land to the 
west of the Sioux possessions, and between 
the two there was constant warfare. The 
Urows were the most powerful in point of 
numbers, but the superior generalship of the 
Sioux more than overbalanced this, and here- 
tofore the war had been a drawn affair. As 
time passed, however, the Crows became 
more and more aggressive, and not a week 

assed without great slaughter on both sides. 

ach day sawthe numbers of the Sioux de- 
creasing, until at last the old chieftains real- 
ized that their nation was dwindling away, 
and would eventually become a part of the 
victorious Crows. One day the Crows gath- 
erei in force, and the Sioux tribe felt this was 
to be the last of their race, n ap 
Red Dog, the medicine man. A wave of his 
long, bony arm stilled the crowd, and he 
spoke: 

Brethren, the Crows have reinforced their al- 
ready powerful army. Some of our most trusted 
warriors are among them. They have proven 
themselves traitor tothe blood that binds them 
to the Sioux. They have betrayed us and doomed 
us to die. The Crows will swoop down upon us 
and destroy everything in reach. Death and de- 
struction will mark their path. Our only hope 
now is in the intervention of the Manitou, and, I 
will give libations that he may help us in the hour 
of need. Our only safety now isin flight to the 
river. When the battle comes on if the 
Manitou does not save us then it is best to kill 
ourselves, and when the time comes I will give 
the signal. has spoken, Mind his 
words. 

Red Dog’s prophetic words filled the war- 
riors with gloom and they began to prepare 
for their flight to the river. Onceon the bank 
further flight was impossible and preparations 
for battle were made. Singing loudly their 
war songs the Crows dashed forward and 
arrows and spears fell thick and fast among 
the Sioux. There was no hope and Red Dog 
was just about to give the signal for the mem- 
bers of the band to kill theinselves when there 
appeared anominous gathering in the sky. 
The heavens assumed a greenish hue, a few, 
drops of rain fell, and then there came some- 
thing harder. Pebbles began dashing down 
upon the fighting Indians and the pebbles 
turned to larger stones until they assamed 
a size that meant death toail that were struck. 
Down poured the cannon balls of heaven upon 
the Crows, but, wonderful to relate, not one 
¢ the Sioux was hit by the missiles from 
sky. 
From that day the Sioux were unmolested 
by the other tribes and the round stones that 
are foundin such abundance along the Cannon 
Ball River are the relics of the day when the 
Manitou answered the prayers of Red Dog. 
This is the legend.

J. Fitzgerald Molloy Writes an Entertain- 
ing Book but a Poor Biography—Kind

‘Life and Adventures of Peg Woffington,”’ 
‘by J. Fitzgerald Molloy. Thisis an entertain- 
ing book, but a poor biography.

Woffington was the most central figure in her

~ estimated.”” Which euphemistic language, 
being interpreted, signifies that Mr. Molloy 
has padded. his book with a quantity of anec- 
dotes, familiar and unfamiliar, of Quin, 
Foote, Macklin, Garrick, Cibber, Wilkinson, 
Barry, Goldsmith, Johnson, and others, until 
the strictly biogfaphical matter stands to the 
rest in about the proportion of bread to sack 
in Falstaff’s tavern bill, 
- There is not much material, indeed, for a 
life of Margaret Woffington, and Mr. Molloy 
has had no predecessor in the office of biog- 
- papher, unless we except Charles Reade, whose 
popular play of ‘Masks and Faces "was a 
dramatization of his novel entitled “‘ Peg 
Woffington.” Margaret’s mother was a laun- 
dress and vendor of oranges. who lived in one 
of the poorest quarters of Dublin. The grace 
and beauty of the child attracted the notice of 
Mme. Violante, a French rope-dancer, who 
taught little Peg her steps. When Mgbt-cope 
dancing began to pal! on the Irish public 
Mme. Violante organized a juvenile company, 
which periormed ballad opera in a boath. 
- With this companytittle Margaret made her 
 * first hit as Polly, the vivacious heroine of 
“The Beggar’s Opera.”’ In this character 
she was seen and admired by Charles Coffey, 
a popular playwright. who offered to teach 
her a leading part in his new piece, ‘The 
Devil to Pay,” which he wanted to prodace 
in Dublin. ‘“* Peg was apt, studied hard, and 
~made a sensation in the part When the ballad- 
farce was duly produced in Mme. Violante’s 
canvaseovered booth. From this hour she 
was looked on as a prodigy, destined for re- 
nown some day, and was sought after by the 
polite circles cf the town. From association 
‘with such society she, being imitative and 1m- 
pressionable, quickly learned to act in ac- 
eordance with its genteel manners.” 

In 1737, when Peg was about 18, she made 
her début in the eharacter of Ophelia, takipg

“Essays Upon Heredity, etc.” by Dr. 
Auguste Weismann. 

The first volume of Dr. Weismann’s work, 
previously noticed in these columns, consisted 
wholly of areprint of essays collected and 
published some three years ago. The present 
volume isentirely new, and comprises Dr. 
Weismann’s rejoinders to criticisms of the 
former work, with some additional matter in- 
volving a further development of the author's 
peculiar theory, but at the same time candidly 
surrendering certain doctrines which facts 
nolonger support or make tenable. This 
peculiar theory of Weismann’s is directly op- 
posed to the assumption of Darwin and Dar- 
winists generally—namely, that acquired 
characters are inherited. Weismann denies 
this. The four essays included in this volume 
take up the subject at the point where the 
other left off, and represent some careful 
investigations. One who is not familiar with 
the whole doctripe of development and its 
postulates and facts might feel somewhat 
staggered in his faith when brought to con- 
sider the formidable argument produced by 
Weismann against what all would regard as 
the fundamental postulate of evolution. 

The first essay is on * Retrogressive Devel- 
opment in Nature.”” In this the author tries 
to prove that retrogression is not due, as Dar- 
win supposed, to disuse, or at any rate 1s not 
due to that influence alone. He conceives 
that, if this Le proved, a negative argument 
is established against the creation of new 
organs and functions wholly by experience 
aud use, The second essay endeavors to es- 
tablish the same conclusions in another way— 
namely, by showing that the exceptional 
genius of the great masicians could not be ac- 
counted for either by their own experience or 
by the transmission of the acquired power of 
their parents, a great many of them being un- 
able to show a musical ancestry at all. The 
third essay, in which considerable metaphysics 
appears in spite of the professedly scientific 
nature of the subject, is a reply to the strict- 
ures of Prof. Vines of Oxford, England, upon 
the author’s theory. The closing paper is a 
reconstructive one, covering all the known 


~ 


facts of biology up to date and 
seeking to explain the author’s theory 
of “amphimixis,”’ which is the substi- 


tute for Darwin’s “* pangenesis.”” It involves 
an elavorate attempt fo show how new char- 
acters originate in the species -by the inherit- 
ance of different germs, from both parents, of 
powers that may have lain dormant for in- 
definite periods. But we cannot go into de- 
tailson this matter, although both the dis- 
cussion and the collection of facts have un- 
usual interest and importance. 

The advocate and defender of Darwin is 
likely to object that Weismann’s view leaves 
no hope of progress for those who look to 
evolution to introduce new powers and func- 
tions from timetotime. Such persons would 
complain that the impossibility of transmit- 
ting acquired characters has a very pessimistic 
look about it. But we confess to being little 
influenced by a sentimental objection of this 
kind. Science is concerned with the truth of 
things and cannot stop to consider whether its 
results are, optimistic or pessimistic in ten- 
dency... What interests us in this new theory 
is the paradoxical character of the contro- 
versy to which it has given rise. Those who 
are, & priori, disposed to sympathize with 
Weissmann do so out of an iastinctive antag- 
onism to evolution. They are anxious to find 
a@ weapon wherewith to combat Darwinism 
and the revolutionary doctrines connected with 
it. ‘hey, therefore, snatch eagerly at the first 
fact or theory that promises to destroy its im- 
pregnability. Opponents of empiricism in 
phil: sopby fali into line with this opposition 
which is principally recruited from 
theseif-styled ‘orthodox ’”’ theologians. These 
doughty combatants, however, seem wholly 
unconscious of the implications involved in 
the theory of Weismann. That theory may 
serve as a club with which to belabor the doc- 
trine of transmitted and acquired characters, 
but the club will prove a boomerang for the 


orthodox theologian who attempts to 
wield it. The theory ‘of transmitted 
and acquired characters makes room- 


for new factors in evolution and as 
sumes progress to be possible. The oppo- 
site theery is obliged to rely upon the doctrine 
of spontaneous generation in order to account 
for the new elements found in evolution, and 
Weismann frankly avows that he could not 
support his theory without this assumption. 
But spontaneous generation is the death 
knell of all the: ries of special creation, and so 
far from effecting anything against the ordi- 
nary consequences of the doctrine of evolu- 
tion it states that doctrine in language which 
flatly contradicts the cherished beliefs of 
Weismann’s defenders. Indeed, Weismann’s 
theory is simply a corollary to the doctrine of 
evolution, a corollary which admits the fact 
of progress and denies all influences to habit 
and use. It would thus appear to be dangerous 
for orthodoxy to welcome such a weapon in or- 
der to gratify its hatred of empiricism. 

The scientific critic does not usually see the 
philosophy that underlies this question, and 
thus in his ignorance he may easily be enticed 
into a fatal trap. Weismann, at any rate, 
has founded his theories in part upon a meta- 
physical basis. (Oxford: Clarendon Press). 


“Three Plays,” by W. E. Henley and Rob- 
ert L. Stevenson, 

Of the three plays of unequal merit which 
are included in this volume ** Beau Austin ”’ is 
much the best. ‘* Beau Austin’’ may be de- 
scribed as a comedy of sentiment. The period

To be sure, Miss Foster describes her 
nephew ‘as “unusually young,’’ forgetting 
that it is more “‘usual”’ to be 21 than to be 45;

Ancient Glacial Epochs. 

Prof. James Geikie, one of the highest liv- 
ing authorities ‘on glacial geology, has just 
issued a remarkable essay in which some in- 
teresting conclusions are, reached concerning 
the Ice Age. Whether there was one ice epoch 
or whether there were two or more is & ques- 
tion concerning which there has been much 
discussion. Most giacialists, both in America 
and in Europe, now believe that there were at 
least two ice epochs, separated by a long in- 
terval of time, during which the glacial areas 
were free from ice. In America, for instance, 
giacier ice is believed to have extended itself 
below the latitude of Chicago, covering all the 
jJand area to the north, at two distinet and 
widely separated epochs, between which the 
whole of the territory of the United States, 
and perhaps that of Canada, was freed from 
ice. Some American glacialists believe there 
may have been more than two ice epochs. 

Concerning the corresponding phenomena 
of Europe Prof. Geikie writes: *‘We may 
conclude that three glacial and two intergla- 
cial epochs at /east have. been established for 
Europe.” In his judgment the climate of 
Europe during these interglacial epochs was 
at least as warm as that of the present day. 
The evidence of this is found in the nature of 
the plants which lived duri these intergla- 
cial epochs, remains of which have been found 
at various points in Europe. Such remains 
occur in soils which lie between older and 
younger giacial deposits. 

Prof. Geikie goes further. He thinks that 
the number of ice epochs was more than 
three, in Europe at any rate. He goes so far 
as to map the Jimits of ice advance in the 
fourth ice epoch, of which he finds, as he 
thinks, sufficient evidence. This number of 
ice epochs Prof, Geikie believes to be clearly 
indicated by existing evidence. More meager 
evidence and certain theoretical considera- 
tions lead him to believe that there may have 
been more than four distinct epochs, when the 
ice slowly advancing from the nerth over- 
spread considerable areas of Europe. — 

The record of the earliest ice invasions is 
believed to have been largely destroyed by 
the later advances of the ice. Prof. Geikie’s 
paper is the most radical expression yet pu- 
lished of the growing conviction of glacialista 
on both sides of the water that there were 
multiple ice epochs. The author’s reputation 
wilt insure for his new suggestion the most 
careful consideration. 

It has not yet been demonstrated that man 
saw even the last of these ice epochs in Amer- 
ica. There is more evidence that such was 
the case in Europe. It is now commonly be- 
lieved that the last ite epoch may have oc- 
curred something like 10,000 years ago. We 
may remark that the. computations made by 
the late James Croll are the only ones which 
throw any light on the duration of the glacial 
epochs and of the intervals between them.

The 
transcontinental journey which Mr. Parkman 
took in order to gather materiuls for his 
great historical work was in those days 
a serious affair. *“‘I remember,” says Mr. 
Parkman, “ that as we rode by the fovt of 
Pike’s Peak, when for a fortnight we had met 
no face of man, my companion remarked, in 
a tone anything but complaceat, that a tiie

“Prue and I,”’ by George William Curtis. 
“Daisy Miller’? and “An _ International 
Episode,’”’ by Henry JamesJdr. These are two 
of Harper’s holiday books. Mr. Sterner’s 
drawings for “ Prue and |”’ are full of char- 
acter and charm. Under his touch the taste- 
less costuines of forty years ago become well 
nigh beautiful, such is the grace and such the 
dignity of the wearers. The book itself, with 
its half playful, half pensive descriptions of 
castles in cloudland, is just as enjoyable today 
as when it was written. Mr. Harry W. Mc 
Vickar plies a less poetical pencil than Mr. 
Sterner, and his illustrations to ‘* Daisy 
Miller ” and ** An International Episode ”’ are 
often zommonplace. 

That versatile penman, Mr. Brander Mat- 
thews, has written a capital book for boys. 
“Tom Paulding”’ is the story of a search for 
treasure supposed to have been buried in Har. 
lem during the Revolutionary War. The 
morey had been stolen from Tom’s great- 
grandfather, whe left maps and papers rough- 
ly indicating bs probable hiding-place. There 
is considerable mystery about the affair, and 
a century has elapsed since the theft was coin- 
mitted, but Tom determines to find the treas- 
ure, which will enable his mother to pay off 
the mortgage on the homestead and will give 
him the technical schooling he desires to ob- 
tain. His enérgy and persistence deserve 
success, for, although he is aided by two 
chums, members of the “Biack Band,” as 
well as by his uncle, who is an expert engi- 
neer, it is Tom who thinks the question out 
and solves the mystery for himself. The out- 
come of his efforts we shali not disclose, but 
the story will certainly prove a “find” for its 
boyish readers. The illustrations, by W. A. 
Rogers, are clever and characteristic; one 
recognizes at a glance the omnivorous goat 
and the squatter shanties that still infest the 
Aravia Petra of Manhattan Isiand. (New

**Poems of Wordsworth, Chosen and Edited 
by Matthew Arnold.’’ This selection orig- 
inally appeared in 1879, and the prefatory 
essay forms part of-the second series of 
Arnold’s ** Essays in Criticism,’’ published 
by Macmillan & Co. We do not understand 
how the present publishers, Messrs. T. Y. 
Crowell & Co., of New York, can claim copy- 
right in anything bnt the iJlustrations, These 
are by Mr. E. H. Garrett, and though pleas- 
ing are inferior to the same artist’s designs 
for Whittier’s posthumous volume, which was 
lately rine waked in Tue Trisune. 

Messrs. Houghton, Mifflin & Jo. have pub.

Dr. William C.-Winslow has reprinted in 
pamphlet form his article entitled ‘* The 
Queen of Egyptolagy,”’ which appeared in the 
American Antiquarian for November. The 
essay iS a generous tribute to the 
memory of Amelia B. Edwards, 
gifted woman who did so 
popularize the study of Egyptology.

Zonal Railroad Fares. 

CoLumsvs, O., Nov. 23.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. |—I cannot give you the details of the zonal 
system of passenger rates, which is now on trial 
with more or less success in at least one country 
in Europe. Tae TRIBUNE several years ago gave 
the outline of the system, which is not unfamiliar 
to the easing railroad managers of this country, 
who can easily post up in regard toit. My pres- 
ent object is merely to call or revive attention to 
it and suggest its trial, say for three months, dur- 
ing the Columbian Exposition period, For if it 
be the coming railroad system for fares, if not for 
freights, when will there a better time and 
pees to give it a preliminary triai and test its ef- 

cacy and value than at Chicago, the great cen- 
tral city of North America, during the world's 
convocation? 

Piease, then, have your artist take a railroad 
map, and starting with Chicago as the center, 
draw a series of circles at radial distances of, say, 
ten, twenty, fifty, 100, 200. 300, and 500 miles, with- 
in which zones or belts—the space between each 
circle—it is proposed that the fares to and from 
Chicago shall be the same, The 500 rather than 
the 1,000 mile limit from Chicago is suggested to 
simplify the plau or test and to avoid complica- 
tions of interests with the more selfish terminal 
systems of the country. I purposely omit men- 
tion of proportionate fares and other details, 
whiclrobviously must be a matter of careful cal- 
culavon and adjustment by persons skilled in 
that department, my sole object being to bring 
the zonal system to the notice of passenger 
agents and others in authority while they are yet 
undecided as to the best methods of handling 
such a vast excursion business as will soon be 
forced upon them. 

Why not try several methods, the one suggest- 
ed among the rest, and thus ascertain by a prac- 
tical test on a large scale which is the best for 
them (the railroad companies), their patrons, 
and the country.

Wants Lake-Front Park Improved. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 24.—{Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
Is it uot high time that something was being 
done to improve the condition of the Lake-Front 
Park? The Fair will soon be upon us, and the 
park cannot be put into proper shape in a few 

ays. 

No one coming to Chicago for the first time 

from New York, Boston, Philadelphia. or any of 
tne cities of Europecan understand why it is that 
a large park with such a magnificent water front- 
age is not kept in first-class condiuon. 
Suppose that the Lake-Front Park could be 
transferred to Berlin, Paris, or Vienna. What do 
you suppose would be its condition within six 
months? Would it be a dumping-place for 
tramps, dirt, peannt stands, and dogs? 

The possibilities of the Lake Park in the hands 
of the authorities of Berlin or Paris would be 
taken advantage of and the place would soon be 
one of the great attractions of the city. 

It should be cleaned, swept, and put in order 
and every objectionable thing removed. There 
should be 5,000 electrie¢ lights there next summer 
and benches and chairs sufficient to seat 5,000 peo- 
ple. It, in other words, should be made as at- 
tractive as any of the brilliantly-lighted central 
parks of Paris. 

“ What will strangers think who come here next 
year and find, right in the center of the city, such 
a nasty, dirty, dark place as our Lake-Front 
Park? It has been constantly reported that Chi- 
cago is in the midst of and is part of the “ wild 
and woolly West,” and the verdict will be 
about as follows: 

**You secured the World's Fair for your city 
and foreign architects and the people of the Na- 
tion came here, and the result of their coming 
bas been the creation known as the World's Fair 
grounds—but for yourselves, it is all true just as 
the papers of New York bave said. Of yourselves, 
vou are an unaporeciative, unartistic, dirty lot. 
You have lots of smoke, nasty, dirty streets, Not 
one piece of decent, clean street paving, and right 
in the center of your city you have a chance to 
make one of the finest parks in the world, and alli 
you can show is a dark, dirty night resort for 
tramps and dogs!’ 

if we can’t have a bright, clean place in the 
heart of our city where next summer the people 
can gather by the thousands, where we have the 
open, unoccupied land, visitors will say: ** Yes, 
New York is right. They don’t know how to 
live; they don’t know whatcleanliness and beauty 
are. They are making money. but they live in the 
midst of dirt and rubbish and filth, and only can 
havea Fair by hiring people to do it for them.” 
This is a pretty closely fitting. garment, but it 
fits all the same.

_ The party left for the grounds in a special 
car at 11 o’clock. At Woodlawn carriages 
were taken and the drive of the grounds was 
made through the sleet and snow. The party 
alighted at the Forestry Building and in- 
spected Supt. Wells’ art treasures, and alighted 
again at the big Manufactures Building, 
through which they walked, taking the car- 
riages again on the lake shore. They in- 
spected the site where Geurgia’s building was 
to have been, but which has lapsed by limita- 
tion of time. They then went to Uncle John 
Thorpe’s equatorial monument in the Horti- 
cultural Bui:ding and were hurried away to 
catch a train to the city. 

All the Georgians were overpowered with 
the magnitade of the Fair, and if they could 
have cast the decisive vote Georgia would now 
have a $100,000 appropriation for World’s 
Fair purposes. The half hour returning was 
taken up by speeches from Gov. W. J. North- 
ern, B. W. Wrenn of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad, E. Y. Hill, Chair- 
man of the com mittee constituting the World’s 
Fair party, W. T. Smith, Joseph Camp, repre- 
senting Chairman Hall, W. J. Moulton, and 
W. A. Charters, All were enthusiastic in their 
prkise of the prospective Fair, and all ex- 
pressed their determination to appropriate for 
a Georgia exhibition as large an amount of 
money as possible. Judge Bryan, represent- 
ing the Exposition, told the Georgians of the

Exclusive Privilege of Selling a Representa- 
tion Given Mrs, Robeson for Charity. 

‘Mrs. Robeson secured yesterday from the 
Comniittee on Ways and Means the exclusive 
privilege of selling in the Exposition grounds 
next year a representation of the coat-of-arms 
carried by Columbus, Mrs. Robeson’s suc- 
cess in getting what she wanted was accred- 
ited after the meeting yesterday by members 
of the committee to her wit and beauty. She 
accomplished in one meeting, or rather one 
day, what it has taken months for male appli- 
cants for concessions to secure. 

Mrs. Robeson comes from the East. Along 
with her application for a concession she ap- 
pears to have brought a charming manner and 
good looks. When she went before the com- 
mittee and explained her scheme all formality 
was thrown aside and her wishes granted with 


metmnbers themselves. They came out of the 
com mittee room langhing and remarking that 
tne fair seeker after a concession had upset 
the usual degree of procrastination and indif- 
ference which prevailed at the business meet- 
ings of that remarkable cotamittee. 

Vice-President R. A. Waller said: “ It was 
the only meeting since the committee began 
work that was really enjoyable.

MINNESOTA COMMISSION’S WORK, 


All Reports Indicate Progress and the Dis- 
plays Promise to Be Fine.

In the 
Horticultural Department there will be many 
exhibits of Minnesota grown fruits. and 
berries and a large giuss refrigerator will ex- 
pose to view the product of Minnesota soil in 
the line of small fruits. The poultry exhibit 
has not yet been arranged, but $500 has been 
set aside for the purpose and Leslie Parlin of 
St. Paul will have the exhibit in charge.

ROOM FOR EDUCATORS 


GOOD PROSPECTS FOR A DISTINOT 
AND SEPARATE BUILDING. ~ 


Director Lyman dJ. Gage Says He Thinks 
the Funds Necessary for the Erection 
of'a Structure Will Be Supplied, but 
That at Present the Directory Has About 
Gone to the Limit in Spending Money 
Allowed for the Construction of Build- 


ings. 

Members of the Finan¢te committee, at their 
meeting yesterday, didgnothing with the proj- 
ect of erecting an educational building. Di- 
rector Lyman J. Gage of the committee said, 
however, that the Board of Directors were be- 
ing misunderstood and put in a wrong posi- 
tion in regard to the special byilding.

ublie should be set right in this matter. 8 
haee been generally criticised for not appro 

riating funds for this educational building. 

hose who find fault with us fail to under- 
stand the first principles in this connection. 
They do not seem to recall that the Chicago 
Board of Directors agreed in the first place 
to furnish $10,000,000 for the construction of 
Exposition buildmgs. Under the law that was 

resumed to be the extent of our obligation. 


nstead of stopping there, lLowever, we 
have reared structures whose cost will 
amount to nearly — $20,000,000, Any 
one can Bee at we have 


expended, or will expend, twice the amount 
of money we agreed to. We have furnished 
such buildings as the National Commission, 
which has the allotment of space in its power 

requested. Itisnot our fault now if that 
space has not been properly apportioned. Let 
me say again that we have almost doubled the 
expenditure required to conform to the law in 
an effort to meet the wishes of the National 
Commission. As I said, we have nothing to 
do with theassignmment of space. We only 
wonder why the room. afforded has not 
been adequate to all purposes. There are 110 
acres under rcof, making at least twenty 
more acres than that afforded at the last Paris 
Exposition. 

** | think that additional funds will be sup- 
plied for the erection of a speciai Educational 
Building, but it must be remembered that the 
directors have a financial problem ahead of 
them. They must look out for the funds, and 
good judgment would suggest that they make 
haste slowly in increasing expenditures be- 
yond the amount designated in the present 
working budget.”’ 


CONCESSIONS FOR RESTAURANTS, 


Gage Hotel Company to Feed People in the 
Main Buildings. 

The Gage Hotel company of Chicagofwas 
yesterday granted practically a concession for 
conducting restaurants on the American plan 
in the Expositian grounds at Jackson Park. 
The company consists of A. S. Gage, E. B. 
Gage, and Seth Gage, the proprietors of the 
Wellington Hotel. 

Restaurants will be provided in each of the 
main buildings of the Exposition, and it is 
the intention of the company to furnish two 
classes of service. One will be on the mod- 
erate- price order, and the other first-class 
service in every particular. The cheap res- 
taurants will be located on the first floor of 
the several buildings, and the high-class serv- 
ice in the galleries. The finest restaurants 
will be in the Horticultural and Electricity 
Buildings. In ‘the Administration Building 
will be a special service of the highest grade 
designed for guests of the Exposition man- 
agement. 

A. S. Gage said last evening concerning the 
concession which his company had secured: 

‘** We shall cater to the wants of the public, 
and endeavor to afford.both a popular and a 
high priced service in order to meet all condi- 
tions. Anyone may obtain a weal costing 
from 20 cents to $%. There will be no limit 
on the upward price, which of course will be 
in accordance with orders. The service will be 
unexcelled. The moderate priced service will 
be on the first floor of ‘he several buildings, 
and the r- »ms for those who wish to spend 
more money will be abuve. Of course it 
would be hard to outline at present our ar- 
rangementa, because, as I understand it, we 
have not yet actually secured the concession, 
and do not know the space which will be set 
apart. We shall undertake the work, how- 
ever, in the Chicago spirit, and hope to merit 
the approval of all who may be served at our 
restaurants,”’ 

Concessions for restaurants, outside of that 
secured by the Gage Hotel company, number 
at least thirty-five. These have been granted 
generally to foreigners, who wish to serve 
ood and wine in special buildings, particu- 
larly those on the Midway Vlaisance. These 
thirty-five concessionaires interfere in no way 
with privileges in the main buildings of the 
Exposition. Including concessions already 
granted it is‘expected that at least 35,000 peo 
ple may be accommodated at one sitting; of 
this number 25,000 will be provided for by 
the foreigners. Mr. Gage’s company expects 
to take care of 10,000 people an hour. here 
still remain a numberof buildings in which 
restaurants may be installed, so that the total 
number of persons who may be accommo- 
dated per hour will reach 50,000, 

No cooking will be permitted in the several 
buildings. The Exposition management has 
decided that kitchens shall. be located outside 
the space occupied by the Exposition build- 
ings proper. From this big kitchen the food 
is to be transferred to the various restaurants, 
and to be kept warm by means of steam. 


TWO CHIEFS WHO CANNOT AGREE, 


Dissensions Between the Heads of Horti- 
culture and Floriculture, 

When Director-General Dayis returns from 
Massachusetts next Monday he will discover

General were generally congratulated. The 
Exposition manageinent appears to have been 
a great gainer by the appointment, inasmuch 
as owners of conservatories from Jay Gould 
down to amateur florists have contributed 
from their private collections because ‘* Uncle 
John” asked them to. It seems that if the 
unpleasantness between Mr. Samuels and Mr.

VALENTINE IS ADMITTED TO BAIL. 


Detective Who Killed Opava Released in 
Bonds of $5,000 by Judge McConnell. 
William G. Valentine, the detective who 

last Sunday night shot and killed Frank 

Opava, whom he claimed to have believed at 

the time to be a burglar, was yesterday ad- 

mitted to bail by Judge McConnell. The 
bonds were tixed at $5,000, and were signed by 

Michael C. Condon, a soloonkeeper, No. 23 


Desplaines street, and A, Minuccani, 
suloonkeeper, No. 672 West Van Buren 
street. Thursday the Coroner’s jury 


recommended that Valentine be held to 
wait the action of the grand jury, and 
his atturney, John C, King, had ready a pe- 
tition for a writ of habeas corpus, intending 
to use it in case the court refused bail. It set 
forth that Opava had been shot by the officer 
accidentally and while the latter was in the 
discharge of his duty. The preparation of 
this petition for the writ, in addition to the 
oue for bail, was thought additionally ad- 
visable from the fact that Justice Huoagland’s 
constable had previously attempted to serve a 
warrant charging Valentine with murder. 
The warrant was not served, however, 
State’s-Attorney Longenecker, who was pres- 
ent, agreeing to leave the matter with the 
court. Judge McConnell decided that the 
offense was a bailable one. ; 


DIPHTHERIA NOT EPIDEMIC, 


Fears That It Is Becoming So Are With. 
out Foundation, 

A fear that has been expressed in some quar- 
ters of the city that diphtheria is becoming 
epidemic is without any foundation, as the 
statistics of the Health Department show. 
There are many cases of the disease through- 
out the city, but they are not so numerous 
nor localized as to warrant a supposition that 
the ailment is epidemie.or about to become 
so. “With the advent of cold and wet 
weather,’’ said Dr, Kellogg of the Health De- 
partment, “diphtheria, like some other dis- 
eases, bacomes more prevalent, and therefore 
for some weeks past there has naturally been 
an increase in it; but the records do not indi- 
cate. any exceptional or alarming features. 
Taking into consideration the increase in 
population I do not think the average of cases 
will outoumber those of last year.’’ 

An examination of the weekly reports of 
the Health Department justifies Dz, Keilogg’s 
conclusion. During 1891 the total number of 
cases reported to the department footed up 
2,973, and up to date this year the total is only 
2,865. The week ending Nov. 12 showed the 
largest number of cases of any during the 
year, the figures being 113, but the weekly av- 
erage for the last two months it but eighty- 
seven. 


FORTUNE FOR A PAINTER. 


{nformation Wanted of the Whereabouts 
of Charles Aschenbrenner. 

Offices and fortunes seldom go begging, but 
just now there is a large slice of fortune’s loaf 
awaiting a claimant whose locality is un- 
known.

PARTED AS CHILDREN. 


REMARKABLE MEETING IN OHIOAGO 
OF THE WALKER BROTHERS. 


Marvin Walker of San Francisco Tells Ed- 
ward Allen Walker of Boston of His 
Wanderings by Land and Sea During 
the Long Years of Their Separation— 
Dom Pedro Gives Him a Gold Piece— 
Minister Ryan Taiks About Mexico and 
the United States—Hotel Gossip. 


Marvin Walker of San Francisco, who has 
the bearing of a military man, a fact made 
more prominent by the absence of an arm, 
is at the Great Northern. Edward Allen 
Walker of Boston is also at the Great North- 
ern, and in their meeting in Chicago is a ro- 
mantic story. Divided by the width of a 
continent the brothers have grown to middle 
age without having seen each other since Mar- 
vin was a lad of 13 years and Edward a boy of 
5 in knickerbockers. 

The brothers were born in New Bedford, 
Mass., and when Marvin was a boy of 10 years 
he “‘stowed away’’ on a whaler and made his 
appearance before the Captain and crew when 
so far out from land that return was impossi- 
ble, and for three years he polished brasses, 


waited on table, and passed the rest 
of his waking hours in regretting 
bis unfilial act in runnimg away 
from his widowed mother. During three 


years che whaler cruised in arctic waters until 
the. tanks in the hold were filled with whale 
oil, and then one fine summer day the ship ran 
into harbor in New Bedford and Marvin 
Walker found that his mother had died during 
his absence and that his brother Eddie had 
discarded skirts for small trousers. 

For a month Marvin remained at hume, 
Then the desire to go to sea once more grew 
strong within his y. uthful breast, and as there 
was no one but distant relatives to say hin 
nay he was adupted by the Captain of the big 
four-mast schooner King Canute and sailed 
away to South America, where the King 
Canute went ona trading expedition. This 
was in 1860, 

“Our trip through the Southern Seas was 
a delightful one,” said Mr. Walker yesteraay, 
recounting the tale of thirty years ago to his 
brother, ** particularly while we were lying at 
Rio Janeiro. This is the gold coin I wrote 
you about (holding up for his brother’s ex- 
amination a gold coin about the size of a $5 
gold piece which he wore as a watch charm). 

‘This coin was given me by Empéror Dom 
Pedro of Brazil,’”’ Mr. Walker continued. * I! 
was then a lad of 14 years, rather small for 
my age, but | made up for it by good Yankee 
nerve. ~The Captain had just given me a 
new sailor suit of biue with white watch 
guard, the kind that is seen on the stage 
but seldom on areal sailor, and I was sport- 
ing it through the streets of Rio 
Janeiro. There was a man walking down 
the street toward me, a man _ who 
was not particularly brilliant in appearance, 
as | remember jim now, but who was sur- 
rounded by a number of officers in gold-laced 
uniforus with swords pod px that. Well, this 
man in plain elothes stopped and talked with 
me. Hecould speak alittle English and I, 
knew a few words in Spanish. remember 
he told me I was a fine looking little fellow, 
and as he was starting away he took this coin 
from his pocket and handed itto me. When 
he had passed on one of the men in uniform 
stepped up and said to me in good English: 

** * The etaees has been talking to you.’ 

* That almost knocked me down. [| had 
always thought Kings and Emperors rode in 
chariots and wore crowns, while they waved 
scepters studded with diamonds as big as 
walnuta,”’ 

‘Tell that story about you losing your 
arm,’’ said the brother from Boston. 

“That was after we had left Rio Janeiro. 
The Captain of the King Canute made a voy- 
age along the coast of Putagonia, and one 
day while out on the yardarm I dropped into 
the water. I thought nothing of it as 1 was a 
good swimmer and knew I could keep up in 
the calm water until a boat was lowered or 
a line thrown to me. But a cry went up 
from a sailor who had been watching me, and 
turning I saw a big fish coming. | knew it 
must be a shark and I kicked and splashed, 
but it caught my arm and down we went. 
For some reason the shark came up again 
ana the sailor who had watched jumped in to 
my rescue, He sa my life, but he is 
minus three fingers in consequence. My arm 
was so lacerated that it had to be amputated 
and for a leng time I hovered between lifo 
and death. Finally I recovered and when the 
King Canute reached San Francisco after a 
long voyage, five yearsin all from the time 
we left New Bedford, I left it and have lived 
since in San Francisco. The war had been 
brought to a close and Lincoln had been as- 
sassinated before my return to the United 
States. That’s the reagon 1 did not lose my 
arm fighting for my couhtry.”’ 

Kecently Mr. Walker decided to revisit his 
old home and he wrote his brother Edward 
in Boston, with whom he had been corre- 
sponding since his going to San Francisco. 
The brother had business in Chicago and 
they decided to meet here and continue their 
journey. It was like a meeting of strangers, 
for each remembered the other as a small 
boy. They will leave today for Boston and 
will go from there to New Bedford.

‘‘The ties that biad the United States and 
Mexico are close ones. In the neighboring re- 
public the people look on the people of this 
country almost as brothers, and I look for 
even closer relations as a result of the World’s 
Fair in Chicago. The greatest possible inter- 
est is being taken in the Fair by the people of 
Mexico, particularly by President Diaz. The 
exhibit which Mexico will make will be en- 
tirely worthy of the republic and the Fair. 
Already the United States sends 70 per cent of 
all the imports received by Mexico, and nearly 
the whole of the exports go to markets 1n the 
United States. Mexico is or seg ote Pika in 
ores, in fivers, in coffee, hides, and in agri- 
cultural products, and the trade relations are 
certain to be greatly extended. The articles 
purchased in the United States are largely in 
the shape of manufactured goods. The trade 
in far-n implements is particularly large.’”’

He hadn’t money enough to buy his wife and 
so he “‘ hired out’’ to get’ her. This method 
of obtaining a wife by purchase has at some 
time characterized nearly every people in the 
development of the race and there is ample 
evidence to show that it still stands high in 
favor. 

‘The custom is supposed to have fallen first 
into disrepute among the Brahmins, who de- 
creed that to be a ‘‘seller of one’s offspring” 
was a shame toa man, and ordered that al- 
though the bartersum must still be paid to 
the father he was either to return it to the 
bridegroom or lay it out in gifts to the bride. 
This is interésting as making the origin of the 
custom of giving a dowry to a daughter and 
of making bridal gifts upon the occasion of 
marriage. 

What the Earliest Rite Represented. 

Just here isthe probable origin of the mar- 
riage rite or ceremony. It is clear that cap- 
ture involved none, But after the institution 
of the amiable method of purchase the idea 
had got firmiy wedged into the heads of all 
persons concerned in the,performance that a 
certain amount of reluctance on the part of 
the maiden and of force on the part of the 
suitor was an absolute necessity to the 
proper enactment of a marriage. This led to 
the custom of the bridegrocm goimg to the 
house of the bride and carrying her away. 
With the arising of the new idea of the shame- 
fulness of barter, it will be seen that it never 
occurred to the simplé minds of these semi- 
savages to omit.the custom altogether, but to 
perpetuate it and then to nullify it by return- 
ing the sum offered. This led to more cere- 
mony, and so, little by little, there came 
alunyg. with the idea of marriage, the asso- 
ciated idea of a certain amount of ceremonial 
and ordinance as more or leas necessary, more 
or less binding, and more or less ornamental. 
The marriage ceremony, as it is today, is very 
much like an onion, made ur of many layers, 
which, when stripped off, reveal the germinal 
center to be that of—possession. 

When It Began to Be Religious, 
Clearly. up to the barter point, marriage is 
not to be regarded as a religious rite. Neither 
is it to be Mearded exactly as a civil contract, 
although the institution of the dowry does in- 
dicate that-the wife had already been raised 
somewhat above the level of the chattel and 
become in sume degree a contracting ‘purty. 
The institution of nonogamy by the Greeks 
probably gave to marriage its first sanctity as 
a religious rite, and from this higher concep- 
tion of the relation of the sexes springs also 
the exquisite portraiture of modest woman- 
hood in the Greek literature. It was this in- 
stitution of the Greeks, no doubt, which was 
copied by the Romans when they inetituted 
both the religious and the civil marriage, the 
first restricted to patricians, the latter almost 
universal outside of this circle. It was 
the abuses under this latter form that 
made the way for the vigorous protest of 
Christianity, which resulted in making ail mar- 
riage a religious rite and in exalting celjbacy 
above marriage, and which still holds sway in 
the Church of Rome today. Thus the common 
law of England, which is only the common 
law of the Romans, became shot through and 
through with the canon law of the early 
church, and therefore it is that marriage is 
what it is today in England—both civil con- 
tract and sacrament. In America, before the 
law, marriage is a civil contract alone; in the 
eyes of the people it is still a sacred rite. 

A Relic of the Dark Ages, 
We have now come, through a rapid survey 
of marriage from its first roots in the instinct 
of.man for possession, down to marriage as 
it is today, typified by one of the most beau- 
tiful and solemn celebrations of the Christian 
church. 
The present day is one of irreverence and 
iconoclasm ; 1t would prove ali things, and it 
too often forgets to hold fast that which is 
good. Here is this wonderful ceremonial of 
the church, descended to us from titnes not 
so wise us these, born in brains ignorant of 
the very origin of the traditions they were 
perpetuating and unguessing the severity of 
the vows they were exacting. Its spirit 1s a 
relic of.ignorance and bigotry; a literal in- 
terpretation it is impossible to reconcile with 
justice. What shall we do with this ceremo- 
nial? Shall we Jay it aside altogether and 
give to marriage simply the aspect of a aigni- 
fied civil contract built upon justice—so much 
given for so much required? Shalj there be 
no sentiment, no solemnity, no joining of 
ary a no benediction of religion? God for- 
bid! 
Well, then, if not exactly that, shall we not 
at least amend it to suit the needs of a practi- 
cal, clear-sighted, intellectual, unbelieving 
generation, who have no reverence for priest- 
ly traditions in their hearts? Nay, nor that 
either. What, then, shall we do with the mar- 
riage serviee? Keep it sacred and inviolate 
from the first *‘dearly beloved”’ to the last 
echo of the last **amen.”’ 
We cannot afford to let it go. 
And it is impossible to change it. 

Precious as Literature. 
Considered simply as literature, we cannot 
afford to let it go. Never béfore was there 
syllabled such a passion for holiness, such a 
worshipful going «ut of the whole soul of man 
t ward his creator, such a reverend tenderness 
towards all that he has made, such supreme 
trust in higher wisdom as was spoken and 
written in the whole liturgy of the church. 
Considered simply as literature, as a vehicle 
of thought and feeling, it is a most ‘marvelous 
piece of solemn composition, which we can no 
more lay aside without leas than we could 
jabolish the reading of the mighty, sonorous 
passages in Isaiah or the human passion of 
the Psalms. 

_ More than this, the marriage ceremony ex- 
ists for us today unchanged with all the rever- 
ence and devotion of hundreds of years. It 
has been whispered in the solemn stiliness of 
cathedrals and by the couch of death. Its 
“till death usdo part” is full of the glad 
ring of confident youth, the solemn slowness 
of thoughtful middle age, and the feeble mur- 
mur of dying lips. Its sacred words have 
gathered unto themselves all the passion and 
belief and consecration of mankind for centu- 
ries, and belong to the hour of marriages in 
virtue of this association as tears belung to 
bleeding hearts and smiles to children’s lips.

AS AN AMERICAN WOMAN SEES THEM. 


Japanese Maids and Matrons fn Their Own 
Homes—Dress and Manners. 

Miss Georgia Cayvan talks entertainingly 
about her trip to Japan from whieh she has 
just retugned. She was interviewez in New 
York the other day, and this is, in part, what 
she said: 
“Tell you about the women? QO, men dote 
on Japanese women; they are 80 submissive, 
so attentive, and so happy. They are dear, 
shy, demure little dolls, Their figures are so 
slight, like undeveloped girls. Oue trait they 
have in common with all womankind—they 
draw the broad sashes they wear cruelly tight 
about the waist to give them tne peculiar 
slenderness they count beautiful. The sashes 
are of heavy brocade, you know, and almost 
as great instruments of torture as the corselet 
of steel and bones we wear. The English cos- 
tume is worn to a considerable extent, partic- 
ularly on state occasions, but its close confine- 
ment proves irksome to them, and they always 
keep the native kimono for the seclusion of 
the household. If they are ill, too, the Euro- 
pean garments are quickly discarded for the 
more comfortable native dress. 
“ We really do not appreciate how beautiful 

is the Japanese woman’s dress, for it has been 
so caricatured. In the tirst place, we can’t 
wear it; we are not slight enough. These 
gowns i brought home were all made to order 
for me. Then the big-figured, glaring things 
we see here would never be worn by a lady of 
high rank there, and the great quantity of 
hairpins which are represer.ted to us as indis- 
pensable for the Japanese coiffure are really 
worn there only by the women to whom we do 
not speak as we pass by.”’
